93 SURVIVORS OF TORPEDOED 
DUTCH SHIP ARRIVE IN U, S. 


Axis Submarine Sank Freighter 
Without Warning, They Re- 
port; 17 Missing. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 30 (AP).— 


Fifty-three survivors of the torpe- 
doed Netherlands freighter Sitoe- 
bondo arrived tonight from the 


Azores on the Portuguese liner 
Carvalho Araujo and said an Axis 
submarine sank their vessel with- 
out warning Aug. 11. 

The survivors—26 Netherlanders, 
seven Javanese and 20 Chinese sea- 
men, said the 7049-ton Dutch 
freighter owned by Rotterdamsche 
Lloyd was attacked at midnight 
and sent to the bottom by three 
torpedoes, and that 17 persons, in- 
cluding some passengers, were 
missing. 

The seamen were rescued by the 
Spanish vesse] Santa Maria, landed 
at San Miguel, The Azores, and 
picked up by the Carvalho Araujo 
en route here from Lisbon with 
115 passengers, including Erwin 
Straus, 31 years old, son of Vien- 
nese composer Oscar Straus, whose 
parents and brother arrived here 
last November and now reside in 
Hollywood, Cal. 


0 persons were assembled before

NEWFOUNDLAND AIR STATION 
TO BE IN SHAPE FOR WINTER 


Indications Are Full Operations 
Will Start in Few Weeks; 
Cost $28,000,000. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP).— 
The navy reported today that “all 
essentials” of its air station at Ar- 
gentia, Newfoundland, would be 
completed before winter sets in. 

This information was set forth 
in a report by Rear Admiral Ben 
Moreell, chief of the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks. The _ report 
was made public by Secretary of 
the Navy Knox. 

Moreell said that the develop- 
ment at the base would cost a to- 
tal of $28,000,000 and the comple- 
tion time which he fixed indicated 
that the station probably would be 
put into full operation within a 
few weeks. Presumably it will 
serve as a base for seaplanes of 
the Atlantic patrol.

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MAYOR PLEDGES 
RIGID ENFORCING 
Ur SMOKE LAW 


Issues Promise of Contin- 


ued Vigilance on Receiv- 
ing Resignation of Com- 
missioner Tucker. 


Rigid enforcement of the smoke 
elimination ordinance wili be con- 
tinued, Mayor William Dee Beeker 
said in a statement issued late 
yesterday after he had received the 
formal resignation of Smoke Com- 
missioner Raymond R. Tucker. 

Tucker, who had previously an- 
nounced that he would leave Sept. 
1 to rejoin the faculty of the en- 
gineering ‘school at Washington 
University, handed his resignation 
to the Mayor at noon yesterday. 


In his statement the Mayor told 
coal dealers and the public that 
they could purchase «supplies of 
smokeless fuel with the assurance 
that there would be no letup in 
the campaign for clean air in St. 
Louis. : 

Chairman James L. Ford Jr. of 
the Municipal Smoke Elimination 
Committee said last night that the 
Mayor’s statement is evidence of 
his “co-operation toward another 
year of smokelessness for St. 
Louis.” Ford issued a statement 
urging consumers to buy and store 
smokeless fuel as early as possible. 


Mayor’s Statement. 


Mayor Becker’s statement fol- 
lows: “Now that Mr. Tucker has 
severed his relations with the city 
in order to assume his new duties 
at Washington University, I believe 
it appropriate to make a state- 
ment of the future policy of the 
administration in regard to smoke 
elimination. 

“No deviation of any kind will 
be permitted from the rigid en- 
forcement of the provisions of the 
smoke ordinance. Every facility 
available to me as Mayor will be 
‘used to maintain the benefits St. 
Louis has realized in the elimina- 
tion of smoke. 

“Fuel dealers need not worry 
about accumulating large storage 
piles of smokeless fuels. They will 
have full protection. There will be 
no change in the present ordinance 
as long as any smokeless fuel is 
obtainable for use in the city of 
St. Louis. I am expecting the fuel 
dealers of St. Louis to co-operate 
to the fullest extent and provide 
St. Louis with the types of fuel 
acceptable under the terms of the 
ordinance.” 

The Mayor’s statement was in- 
terpreted as flatly contradicting 
propaganda which has been circu- 
lated by enemies of the smoke or- 
dinance, suggesting that use of 
high volatile coal for hand firing 
might again be permitted and that

Ape on Island at 


Zoo Falls Dead 


After Strenuous Romp With Mates 


A post-mortem examination last 
night showed that Petie, one of 
three gibbon apes recently — lib- 
erated on an island at the St. Louis 
Zoo, died of acute dilation of the 
heart. 

Petie was resting on the concrete 
wall at the island’s end yesterday 
afternoon, after having had a 
strenuous romp with his play- 
mates, when he suddenly toppled 
into the water and failed to come 


up. 


He had fallen into the water at 
least twice before, but managed to 
struggle back to shore. Gibbons 
are averse to water but, like cats, 
can swim a little if necessary. 

Although Director George P. 
Vierheller was saddened by Petie’s 
death, he was glad it was not the 
direct result of having been put 
near a body of water. Petie, 7 
years old, was the liveliest of the 
apes on the island but always 
looked longingly back to the main- 
land, 


ARREST IN HOLDUP 
MADE BRIDEGROOM 
MISS HIS WEDDING 


Man Who Left Bride Waiting 
at Church Was in Mad- 
ison Jail. 


The mystery of the missing 
bridegroom was cleared up yester- 
day when it was learned that How- 
ard McKinney, unemployed Madi- 
son steel worker, had been unable 


to show up for his wedding Friday 
morning at First Presbyterian 
Church in Granite City because he 
was being held at Madison City jail 
after attempting to huld up a 
grocer. 

About 10 a, m. Friday, an hour 
before the ‘wedding ceremony was 
to begin, McKinney walked into a 
store at 1705 Edwardsville road, 
Madison, ordered some canned 
goods and then pressed a toy pis- 
tol:in the side of Gus Paliouris, an- 
nouncing it was a holdup. 

Palioris clamped a headlock on 
McKinney, threw him to the floor, 
and held him until police <errived. 
Meanwhile, McKinney’s fiancee, 
Miss Leota Phillips, Granite City 
telephone operator, the minister, 
the families and a group of friends 
were waiting at the church. At 
11:30 the minister announced that 
the ceremony would not take place. 
McKinney was released yesterday 
under $1000 bond pending grand 
jury action. 


$11,000,000 ARMY PAYDAY 
FOR TROOPS IN LOUISIANA 


Total Does Not Include Month’s 
Salaries of Officers, Who Are 
Paid by Check. 

WITH THIRD ARMY IN 
LOUISIANA, Aug. 30 (AP).—The 
Third Army today began dis- 
tributing $11,000,000 in bills and 
silver to 250,000 soldiers brought 
to Southwest Louisiana for the 
army maneuvers, and gave the 
State one of the biggest business 

boosts in its history. 

The total does not include the 
monthly remuneration received by 
several thousand commissioned of- 
ficers with the Third Army. They 
are paid by check. The pay of 
privates and non-coms, averaging 
more than $40 monthly, is in cash. 

All over the country the last 
of the month is payday, but never 
before has so much cash been so 
concentrated. The maneuvers here, 
with the Third Army getting ready 
to oppose the Second Army mov- 
ing down from Arkansas, is the 
country’s greatest peacetime gath- 
ering of troops.

lar smashing attacks on Russian 
forces attempting to flee by land 
and sea from the Estonian capital 


of Tallinn. 

Railway lines and roads leading 
to Leningrad were “made unus- 
able” by heavy Luftwaffe attacks, 
DNB stated in a dispatch from the 
Northern front. Russian barracks, 
field positions and marching col- 
umns on the highways were sub- 
jected to steady bombardment, the 
agency said. 

Similarly, DNB said, facilities at 
the railway center of Bryansk, 230 
miles southwest of Moscow and 
150 miles east of Gomel, were ser- 
iously damaged in Luftwaffe at- 
tacks. The entire rail network in 
the region south of Bryansk, down 
to Konotop in the Northern 
Ukraine and eastward 100 miles 
to Lgov, was attacked. 

At various points east of the 
Dnieper, transport and munitions 
trains were derailed or blown up 
by heavy bombs, DNB said. 

Red Losses at Tallinn. 

Russian efforts to remove their 
men and machines from Tallinn 
behind a ring of tanks, warships 
and shore guns collapsed when 
the Luftwaffe wrought havoc in 
the rescue fleet and a large num- 
ber of other ships steamed into a 
mine field, the Germans reported. 

Sixty Russian ships definitely 
were destroyed, and the toll may 
exceed 100, the German high com- 
mand reported in supplying some 
details of capture of the former 
Estonian capital and the nearby 
naval base of Paldiski. 

The combination land, sea and 
air struggle was one of the most 
spectacular and bitterly-fought vic- 
tories yet claimed in the 10-week- 
old war against Russia. 

Strong Red Defenses. 

Describing the action as similar 
in many respects to the British 
evacuation of Dunkerque 15 
months ago, Germans said that 
as the army drove close to Tallinn 
it met concentrated rings of Red 
tanks and heavy bombardment 
from the Russian navy offshore 
and 17 heavy shore guns, 

The Luftwaffe was turned loose 
on the Russian naval forces while 
the army charged the tanks and 
stormed the heights west of Tal- 
linn. 

The town itself was taken on 
Thursday, the German reports said, 
in personal combats which ranged 
from house to house and from room 
to room. 

Then on Friday the Germans 
tackled the harbor district. . 

The vast collection of merchant 
ships which the Russians had as- 
sembled for the getaway already

BRITAIN HINTS AT NEW

NAZIS ABOLISH PRICE LIMIT 
TO GET HORSES FOR ARMY 


Advertise in Paris, With Threat to 
Requisition If Offer Is Not 
Met by Oct. 21. 

VICHY, Aug. 30 (AP).—The Ger- 
man Army advertised in Paris 
newspapers for horses today, and 
the legal limit on prices was sus- 
pended to induce traders to sell 
mares and geldings (perhaps for 
use in Russia). 

The German Army bids must be 
met by Oct. 21, it was announced, 
or horses may be requisitioned out- 
right. 

Saddle horses as well as light 
and heavy draft animals were 
sought. As much as 50,000 francs 
($1000) was offered, compared to 
the legal limit of 36,000 francs 
($720). 

France’s supply of horses already 
is low. 


MISSING COLOMBIA PLANE 
CRASHED; 13 DEAD, 3 SAVED 


BOGOTA, Colombia, Aug. 30 
(AP).—A reconnaissance plane 
found three survivors of a missing 
tri-motored army plane on a raft 
on the Ouje River today and were 
told that the other 13 occupants 
of the craft were killed when it 
crashed and burned. 

The survivors, the plane’s third 
mechanic, a sailor and a soldier, 
said that the plane, trying to make 
a forced landing, crashed into trees 
and then burst into flames. 

The three said they leaped just 
before the crash.

GERMAN FORCES 
ARE WEAKENING 
NOTIGEABLY, RED 
SPURESMAN SAYS 


Soviet Counterdtive on 
Central Front Reported 
Throwing Foe Back — 
Loss of Tallinn Is Not 
Admitted. ., 


MOSCOW, Sunday, Aug. 31 (AP). 
—Red army forces, declared of- 
ficially to be battling with gath- 
ering strength against German 
armies “weakening noticeably” and 
heading for “their end much soon- 
er than expected,” were reported 
throwing the Nazis back on the 
center bulge toward Moscow to- 
day and standing off unending as- 
saults on Leningrad and Odessa. 

After 10 weeks of fighting, the 
German drive on Moscow was re 
ported at a standstill with counter- 
attacking Red army troops on the 
offensive across a battlefield lit- 
tered with dead. 

With accounts of this action 
coming from the front line, the 
Soviet Information Bureau clung 


to its silence on details, saying 
merely that the Red army was put- 
ting up fierce resistance up and 
down the 1800-mile front. 

On the north, Leningrad remained 
in imminent peril but the Red 
army, backed by a peoples’ army, 
held firmly the approaches to that 
second city of the Soviet Union.

oners, 

Russia’s Black Sea fleet was de- 
clared keeping communications 
open from Odessa, which is under 
continual German shelling and 
aerial bombardment, 

The Russians said life in the big 
port city was going on as nearly 
normal as possible with stores and 
restaurants open, street cars run- 
ning and factories still producing 
tanks and arms. 

S. A. Lozovsky, assistant com- 
missar of foreign affairs and Gov- 
ernment spokesman, told a press 
conference today: 

“In 10 weeks of war Germany 
and her allies have paid a heavy 
price for certain territorial gains. 
The strength of the German army 
and the armies of her vassals is 
weakening noticeably while the 
Red Army is continuing to gather 
strength and to grow incessantly. 

“Having lost some territory, the 
Soviet Union has gained - time, 
shattered the legend of the blitz- 
krieg and the invincibility of the 
German army.” 

A Different Europe. 

Lozovsky declared further that 
Germany had been forced to with- 
draw a considerable part of its 
forces from occupied countries 
“thereby creating conditions for

REPUBLICANS REPUDIATING 
ISOLATIONISM, WILLKIE SAYS 


MONTPELIER, Vt., Aug. 30 
(AP).—Wendell L. Willkie said to- 
night that “from all over the 
country Republicans of the rank 
and file are rapidly repudiatirg 
isolationism.” 

The 1940 Republican presidential 
nominee came here to pay his re- 
spects to Gov. Wills on Vermont’s 
sesquicentennial observance.

SHARP EARTHQUAKE RECORDED 
AT BUCHAREST, RADIO SAYS 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30 (AP). — 
The German radio reported from 
Bucharest that an earth shock, 
stronger than that which did great 
damage in Rumania last Nov. 6, 
was recorded at- Bucharest this 
morning. The radio said the epi- 
center was about 260 miles from 
Bucharest. 

The Fordham University seismo- 
graph recorded an earthquake, ap- 
parently in a central European 
area, but not so strong as the 
Rumanian quake similarly record- 
ed here last November, 
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of Finland, where Russians are 
besieged. They occupied the big 
naval base there in the settlement 
of the 1939-40 war.

“The burning old city throws a 
shuddering glare upon the clouds,” 
he wrote, “and the silhouette of 
the castle stands cold against. the 
ruddy sky. Where wood houses 
burned, red smouldering heaps 
testify that somebody once lived 
there. 

“The biggest buildings still stand, 
but they are smoking from the 
inside and the walls loom black. 
The general impression striking a 
flyer is that the largest part of 
the city is devastated.” 

The announcer this afternoon 
reported that the city’s famed cas- 
tle, built in 1293 by the founder of 
the city, Tyrgils Knutson, contin- 
ues to command the skyline, un- 
damaged.

Two Vessels Set Afire, 
British Say—Mannheim, 
Frankfurt and Le Havre 
Bombed at Night. 


LONDON, Aug. 30 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force fighters, unchallenged 
by the Luftwaffe, pounced on a 
German convoy off the French 
coast today and the Air Ministry 


announced two escorting anti-air- 
craft vessels were set aflame with 
machine-gun and cannon fire. 

Although the German air force. 
was caught flat-footed by the sur- 
prise attack, the British said Ger- 
man coastal batteries threw up a 
heavy barrage while only feeble 
resistance came from the escorting 
ships. 

The cross channel assault put 
the R. A. F. offensive back on a 
24-hour basis after a recent 
weather-enforced lull. The daylight 
attack started with the dawn fol- 
lowing night raids on Frankfurt, 
Mannheim and Le Havre. 

Despite stormy weather, the at- 
tacks on Frankfurt and Mannheim 
was said to have been in force 
with big fires started among docks, 
railroad yards and industrial es- 
tablishments. 


Vichy Admits Great Damage to 
Boulogne, Grants Subsidy. 
VICHY, Aug. 30 (AP).—The Ger-

New Order for East Asia Remains Pivotal 
Policy, Domei Quotes High 
Sources as Saying. 


TOKYO, Aug. B® (AP),—The 
Axis pact remains the unshakable 
pivot of Japan's foreign policy, 
Domei news agency declared to- 
night in quoting well-informed cir- 
cles on what it called foreign “mis- 
constructions” of Premier Prince 
Konoye’s message to President 
Roosevelt. 

“Whatever interpretation may 
be put on the Konoye message 


either at home or abroad,” it quoted 
these circles, “the policy of con- 
structing the co-prosperity sphere 
for East Asia and disposal of the 
China affair are two great immut- 
able national policies of Japan.” 
The Konoye message, which Am- 
bassador Kichisaburo Nomura. de- 
livered to President Roosevelt in 
Washington still was described of- 
ficially only as an outline of “the 
imperial Government’s attitude to- 
ward the Pacific situation.” 
Expect Roosevelt Reply. 
The newspaper Asahi said, “We 
expect President Roosevelt will 
send a sincere and well-considered 
reply to Prince Konoye which, 
more than anything else, will tes- 
tify to a British-American desire 
for maintenance of peace and set- 
tlement of pending issues with 
their so-called patience.” 
Domei, however, admitted it 
would be difficult to obtain Ameri- 
can understanding of Japan’s ac- 
tions and would be equally diffi- 
cult for Japan to accept America’s 
world policy in its entirety. 
The day was marked by the Brit- 
ish Embassy’s announcement that 
a ship will be sent to remove from 
the Japanese empire all of some 
1000 British subjects who wish to 
leave.

‘I Lost My Grip on Life’ 
—Had Been Treated for

A letter written by Miss Marie 
Scmmer of Litchfield, Ill, whose 
bruised body was taken from a 
Forest Park lake yesterday, indi- 
cated her intention to take her 


own life, it was announced by po- 
lice who opened the sealed and 
stamped envelope several hours 
after the recovery of the body. 

The letter, written by Miss Som- 
mer apparently shortly before her 
death, was addressed to her broth- 
er-in-law, Hugo K. Rodegast, with 
whom she made her home. It was, 
however, presumably intended for 
his sister, Mrs. Rodegast, as the 
salutation was “Dear Sis.” The 
handwriting was identified by the 
family. 

Miss Sommer, who had been un- 
der treatment for a nervous ail- 
ment, wrote in part, “I lost my 
grip on life several years ago. 
I am willing; to suffer any pun- 
ishment God metes out in the next 
world. Do not blame yourself. No 
one could have helped me. I wish 
I could have spared you this un- 
pleasantness.”

cian, did not reveal immediately 
the cause of death. It was de- 
termined that there was insuffi- 
cient water in the lungs to cause 
drowning. Chemical tests will be 
made to see if the blood contains 
traces of poison. 

The possibility that Miss Som- 
mer might have been attacked 
and thrown into the water was 
considered by police before the 
letter was opened. On her left 
arm there was the imprint of 
fingers. The mouth was bruised 
as from a blow and the skin of 
the underlip was broken. An in- 
quest will be held Tuesday. 

Miss Sommer stopped in St. 
Louis, Rodegast said, en route by 
bus from Litchfield to Frederick- 
town, Mo., where she was to have 
visited cousins. She was 42 years 
old. Her body was discovered about 
noon by three boys who notified 
park attendants and police. The 
envelope, found in her handbag on 
the lake bank, contained, beside 
the letter, her bus ticket and $16.

HEARING THURSDAY 
ON FREEING GANGSTER 


Federal Judge to Determine If 


Giardano Is Being Held 
Unlawfully. 


A hearing on an application for 
a writ of habeas ‘corpus seeking 
the release of Tony Giardano, 
gangster, who is being held at the 
Madison County Jail at Edwards- 
ville: for California authorities, 


will be held Thursday morning at 
10 oclock before United States 
District Judge Charles B. Briggle 
at Springfield, Ill, 


Judge Briggle ordered Sheriff 
Walter Wittman of Madison Coun- 
ty to appear before him with 
Giardano Thursday after counsel 
for Giardano filed a petition yes 
terday saying he was not in Cali- 
fornia at the time of the robbery 
and was being detained unlawfully. 

Meanwhile, two investigations of 
the strange circumstances under 
which Giardano was released by 
Chief of Police Edgar Strong of 
Collinsville despite a request that 
he be held for California authori- 
ties were under way following the 
gangster’s surrender at a special 
meeting of the Collinsville City 
Council Friday afternoon, 

City Attorney William C. Dun- 
ham was,conducting an inquiry 
under instruction to report to the 
council at its meeting next Friday 
night, and State’s Attorney C. W. 
Burton of Madison County was 
proceeding with an independent in- 
vestigation with a view of present- 
ing the case to the grand jury if 
his inquiry warranted such action. 
Chitf Strong has been ordered by 
the council to give a detailed ex- 
planation at Friday night’s meet- 
ing. 

The inquiry by the City Attorney 
and the explanation by Chief 
Strong were ordered at the in- 
stance of Councilman Emmett 
Lentz, who insisted on a definite 
date for a Council hearing. Other 
members had expressed uncertain- 
ty as to how to proceed following 
Giardano’s surrender, 

Sigmund M. Bass of St. Louis, 
Giardano’s counsel, who advised 
the surrender, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Giardano had decided to 


give himself up because “he saw oe 
how much embarrassment he was pi 
causing Strong and did not want | a& 


to get the Chief into trouble.” Bass 
asserted that Giardano was inno- 
cent of the California charge and 
had 12 alibi witnesses to prove it. 

Giardano was arrested by Col- 
linsville policemen last July 12 
with two other men—James Lan- 
nigan, ex-convict, and Marvin 
Michaels, once a hanger-on of the 
old Cuckoo gang here, and held 
under $10,000 bond on charges of 
carrying concealed weapons. On

Standards of Service, 
Dean McClain Says. 


The proposed charter amendment 
for a merit system in the city gov- 
ernment, which will be voted on 
Sept. 16 at a special election, would 
effectively bar political firings and 


hirings but would not “freeze” city | 


employes in their jobs, Dean Joseph 
A. McClain Jr. of the Washington 
University Law School, chairman 
of the Citizens’ Committee for 
Civil Service Amendment, said yes- 
terday. 

“If present employes think the 
amendment would automatically 
retain them as permanent city 
workers, they are mistaken,” Dean 
McClain said. “While those in the 
classified service would not have 
to ttake new qualifying examina- 
tions they nevertheless would be 
subject to new standards of serv- 
ice and could be discharged im- 
mediately for inferior work.” 

Asserting that the civil service 
amendment would put an end to 
the spoils system and political ma- 
chines, Dean McClain gaid: “If the 
independent voters of St. Louis 
permit themselves to be deceived 
by this red herring of ‘freeze in,’ 
they will play right into the hands 
of the spoilsmen and political 
bosses.” 

Meanwhile the Election Board 
was notified yesterday by the City 
Counselor’s office that it had no 
statutory - authority to provide 
watchers and challengers at the 
polls for the Sept. 16 election.

Losses in Ships, Materiel. 


The war also has resulted in ma- 
terial losses of shipping of around 
7,000,000 tons of all nations, and 
thousands of planes and tanks. 

The Germans have claimed the 
destruction of 14,000 Russian tanks, 
and the Russiang say they have 
destroyed 6000 Nazi tafks. 

The German declare they have 
shot down 11,250 Russian planes, 
and the Russians say they have 
disposed of 6000 German planes. 

British tabulations place total 
losses of German planes for all 
fronts except the Russian at 8000.

THE WAR TODAY 
AND A YEAR AGO

T the close of the war’s sec- 
A ond year, a flashback to what 
was news on the first anni- 
versary may sharpen the focus on 
the current march of events. 

The contrast with last Aug. 31 
May serve too as an antidote for 
pessimism, but whether it sup- 
ports the view that the _ tide 
has turned more than temporarily 
is debatable. 

Just 12 months ago British fly- 
ers managed the first air assault 
in history on Berlin, in retalia- 
tion for the hail of bombs which 
was reducing vast areas of Eng- 
land’s cities to rubble. 

Britain, hard hit, ill-prepared 
but unbowed, faced Europe’s con- 
queror virtually alone, separated 
from the fate of France by the 
width of the English Channel. 
With the British Isles under siege 
by air and submarine, the Empire 
appeared to be crumbling. 

For three weeks London, Birm- 
ingham, Portsmouth and other 
cities had been targets daily for 
masses of German planes. _ Bri- 
tain’s ground forces, their best 
weapons left at Dunkerque, were 
not equipped to grapple with the 
Nazis, if battered naval and air 
defenses should fail to halt an in- 
vasion attempt. 

Mussolini was at the height of 
his triumph. His troops had 
ie over the Egyptian border 
toward the Suez Canal, and had 
won all British Somaliland. Fasc- 
ist bombers observed the anni- 
versary by raids on Port Said and 
on the Palestine oi: port city of 
Haifa. | 

The United States, anxious for 
the future, was sympathetic, but 
all but helpless to aid Britain for 
the time being. Congress was just 
winding up the long debate over 
the draft. Billions had been vot- 
ed but arms were mostly in the 
blueprint stage. 

The war was three days into 
the second year before President 
Roosevelt revealed the exchange 
of 50 destroyers for a string of 
British Atlantic base sites. The 
lease-lend and arsenal of democ- 
racy ideas had not been broached. 

Japan, sensing. an early and 
complete Axis world triumph, was 
on the verge of joining the dicta- 
tors’ partnership. Russia kept on 
the sidelines with Stalin commit- 
ted to benevolent friendship with 
Hitler. 

Almost every item of the inven- 
tory suggests its own sharp con- 
trast with the present — without, 
however, affording any substan- 
tial basis for confidence that the 
trend of the past year will con- 
tinue. 

Countering the mounting mili- 
tary strength of Britain and the 
United States, the decline of Italy 
into impotence and the momen- 
tary isolation of Japan is the 
ominous threat that Hitler may

Typical Nazi Attack. 

Here is Col. Gurov’s description 
of a typical German attack against 
the Russian lines: 

“First to appear is a reconnoi- 
tering party of two or three tanks, 


accompanied by motorcycles. They 
approach our lines at high speed, 


firing et ra-dom. The purpose of 
this maneuver is to determine the 
strength of our artillery and the 
location of defended points. 

“After creating some noise and 
excitement, they disappear, while 
our troops, meanwhile, have _ re- 
mained silent in order not to re- 
veal their positions. Then the en- 
emy opens intense artillery fire. 


“Simultaneously the German air 
force begins to bomb heavily. The 
firing is more or less indiscrimi- 
nate, but there is much noise. The 
object, of course, is to create a psy- 
chological effect. This is the the- 
atrical overture to an actual at- 
tack. 


“Then the attack begins, with 
tanks and motorcycles leading the 
way.” 


Wedge Driven Into Line. 


Col. Gurov points out that the 
Germans usually do not start an at- 
tack on a wide front, but concen- 
trate on isolated sectors, trying to 
find a weak spot through which 
mechanized units can drive a 
wedge. 

When the hole is found, the ar- 
mored units plunge ahead regard- 
less of their flanks and without 
halting to consolidate captured 
territory. Into the corridor s0 
formed pours the infantry and ar- 
tillery in several waves. 


The aim of the whole operation 
is to disorganize the defending 
force and give the illusion of en- 
circlement to isolated groups and, 
through panic and confusion in the

The motor-mech- 
anized vanguard usually leaves the 
infantry far behind so that often 
it is a simple matter to cut off 
the infantry from the mobile unit 
and destroy the infantry. 


Red Counter Tactics. 


“In order to achieve destruction 
of the infantry and liquidate mo- 
bile advance units, three condi- 
tions are necessary: 

“1, The walls of the corridor 
opened by the Germans must be 
firm and steady so that they can 
reorganize and turn the front to- 
ward the threatened flank and 
the rear. 

“2. Troops in the immediate 
rear must offer powerful resist- 
ance to mobile groups and close 
in upon them, 


“3. It is necessary to have pow- 
erful mobile reserves which, in 
co-operation with the air force, 
may be brought up to create a 
barrier in the corridor and _  s0 
achieve destruction of enemy mo- 
bile groups.” ) 

According to Col, Gurov, inflam- 
mable liquids, bundles of gre- 
nades, ambushes in ditches and 
anti-tank artillery are being ef- 
fectively employed’ against. the 
German mobile forces. 

“Often our troops let tanks pass 
and then counterattack with .bay- 
onets,” he continues, “Russian 
bayonet charges are dreaded by 
German infantry. It is because 
of these tactics that Hitler’s plans 
for a blitzkrieg have miscarried.”

Great Britain, The Nether- 
lands and possibly Russia, the 
Japanese suddenly decided to fol- 
low their Washington Ambassa- 
dor’s advice and try to patch up a 
peace with all of them. 

Thursday, that Ambassador, Ad- 
miral Kichisaburo Nomura, took 
to the President of the United 
States a letter from the Japanese 
Premier, Prince Fumimaro Ko- 
noye. The letter itself did not say 
very much; it merely intimated 
that the Japanese saw no reason 
why all obstacles to peace between 
the United States and Japan could 
not be eliminated. But the fact 
of its arrival was considered ex- 
tremely important. 

Washington felt, or affected to 
feel, that the Japanese for the 
first time in two years had reached 
the point where they would be 
willing to forego their dream of 
dominion over all of Eastern Asia 
if only someone would 
hand in saving their face. 
President announced that he would 
answer the letter. 

This was more or less on the 
cards. Last Sunday British Prime 
Minister Churchill told the world 
that the United States was nego- 
tiating with the Japanese more or 
less in the name of all the democ- 
racies. Everything, he said, would 
be done to secure a peaceful set- 
tlement, but at the same time Jap-

they are unable to defend them- 
selves, they will not resist pres- 
sure from the Axis. 

The experts who are responsible 
for this appraisal of the situation 
have hesitated to broadcast the 
news because they do not want to 
seem critical of the United States. 
Now, however, they feel that the 
situation is so serious that the 
people of both the United States 
and Great Britain must know the 
full truth so they can act on it. 


Moscow’s Needs. 


Failure of the United States and 
Britain to produce according to 
expectations will result in a sorry 
situation when the British and 
American governments get around 
to sending their representatives to 
the Moscow conference. They will 
find Russia deprived of a consider- 
able part of its industrial capacity. 
Premier Stalin definitely will re- 
quire fighter aircraft and muni- 
tions, and he certainly will not talk 
in terms of a few dozen or a few 
tons. He will want thousands of 
everything and so long as the Rus- 
sians can exterminate the Germans 
as they have been doing, it will be 


in the interest of the British and 
Americans to give him everything 
he needs. | 

It will be in their interest ac- 
cording to their stated . policy, 
which is to defeat Hitler, but ac- 
cording to present indications they 
just cannot do it. All they will be 
able to do will be to make prom- 
ises, and those promises will not 
help to hold the German armies 
this autumn. Considering the gen- 
eral production situation, both here 
and in the United States, it is also 
highly improbable that the two 
countries will be able to help Rus- 
sia materially by next spring. 


Britain’s Handicap. 

As far as the British are con- 
cerned, they now are doing every- 
thing in their power to speed up 
the output of their factories. They 
are handicapped by the fact that 
they have a limited population and 
must maintain a very large army, 
navy and air force. 

Nobody here is in a position to 
tell the Americans how to run 
their affairs. All that can be done 
is to point out that production is 
not adequate and let the American 
authorities and people try to do 
something about it. 

Without comparing British and 
American production, it can be 
said that Americans would be flab- 
bergasted if they knew the truth. 
There is reason to believe that

Committee Members Say 
Measure Will Have Clear 
Sailing—Barkley for Ac- 

tion This Week. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP). 
While Finance Committee mem- 
bers predicted their record $3,672,-

clear sailing in the Senate next 


week, Senator Capper (Rep.), Kan- 
gas, said today that “this bill is 
just a starter, and next year’s bill 
will be even stiffer.” 

Capper, a member of the com- 
mittee, told reporters that the un- 
precedented revenue legislation “is 
a good bill” and added: “I would 
ave liked to see more of a 
pay-as-you go program, but this 
was the best we could do.

The new measure, carrying $456,- | 


000,000 more than similar legisla- 
tion approved by the House, will 
be taken up in the Senate next 
Wednesday. Democratic Leader 
Barkley said he hoped for Senate 
approval by the week end, but 
conceded that two Finance Com- 
mittee amendments might cause 
controversy. 
Exemptions Amendment. 

One of these, designed to raise 
more than $300,000,000 of new 
revenue, would lower existing in- 
come exemptions from $2000 to 
$1500 for married persons and 
from $800 to $750 for single in- 
dividuals. The broader tax base 
would bring 6,000,000 more persons 
into the income tax system. 

The second amendment, which 
encountered vigorous opposition 
within the committee, would for- 
bid husbands and wives from di- 
viding income when making tax 
returns. Such division now is 
permitted in the “community prop- 
erty” states of Louisiana, Texas, 
Arizona, New Mexico, California, 
Idaho, Nevada and Washington.

U. S.-Allied Output Far 
Short of Needs, He De- 
clares—Urges Increased 


Aid for Reds. 


LONDON, Aug. 30 (AP),—For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden 
pointed out advantages for Eu- 
rope of a  Roosevelt-Churchill 
peace over one devised by Hitler 
and Mussolini today but declared 
the output of war materiel by Brit- 
ain, its allies and the United 
States is far short of needs if 
victory is to be won. 

In a speech before munitions 
workers at Coventry, Eden said 
that “the struggle will finally be 
decided” in the sphere of pro- 
duction and he called for “further 
efforts and further sacrifices” for 
“the immense effort that lies ahead 
in the field of production.” 

In his warning, Eden disclosed 
that “our first armored division 


never got to France until after 
the evacuation of Dunkerque.” 

“Tt was not ready,” he added, 

War to “Engulf ‘Vorld.” 

Armaments needs not adequately 
filled now will grow even greater, 
Eden said, “as the tide of war 
sweeps wider until it engulfs the 
world.” 

Accepting the challenge of the 
declaration by Hitler and Musso- 
lini after their secret conference 
on the Eastern front this week, 
Eden said that the Roosevelt- 
Churchill eight-point Atlantic for- 
mula in contrast “establishes prin- 
ciples which will be equally valid 
for all nations” and “excludes all 
idea of hegemony or zone leader- 
ship in the East or West.” 

But the Roosevelt-Churchill pro- 
gram will “require the collabora- 
tion of us all,” he added. 

“All over the world,” he told 
the workers, “we need your weap- 
ons—in Russia, in the Far East, 
in Libya and over Germany.” 

Allusion to Turkey. 

Both Turkey and Poland, the 
latter “our gallant ally on the 
battlefield,” will be called on to 
play “an important role in inter- 
national affairs after the war,” 
Eden declared. 

Russia, he said, has declared to 
Turkey that it would “observe the 
territorial integrity of the Turkish 
republic and render Turkey every 
help and assistance in the event of 
her being attacked by any Eu- 
ropean Power.” 

The Russian soldier, said Eden, 
is “giving everything” for a cause 
that is “ours as well as his.” Brit- 
ain must help supply the needs of 
the Russian forces, he said, add- 
ing that “here is a call to duty 
which we cannot fail.” 


Demand for Adequate Weapons. 

“To be short of materials is the 
most costly method of waging 
war,” Eden asserted, adding that 
Britain cannot be content “until 
our men command in every army 
weapons which in design and exe- 
cution are fully the match for the 
best the enemy can do.” 

Of the British-Russian interven- 
tion in Iran this week, Eden said 
the Allies “covet neither Iranian 
lands nor wealth” and they know 
that “a strong, independent Iran 
is an essential element in the sta- 
bility of the Middle East.” 

“As soon as military conditions 
permit,” he said, “Russian and 
British forces will be withdrawn. 
Conditions which Russia and Brit- 
ain wil limpose on Iran willl “not 
be extravagant and they, of course, 
will be only temporary,” Eden de- 
clared.

OLLOWING is an official tran- 
B script of President Rooseveit's 
‘informal remarks today to 
Moses Smith, president of ' the 
Roosevelt Home Club and other 
members of the club: 

Members of the Home Club: You 
know, I don't know’ whether I 
like being called a landlord. I 
say this though, that if I have 
to be landlord, and if he has to 
be tenant, I would rather have 
Moses as a tenant than any man 
I have ever known. But just 
think of it—he has not cut down 
the trees; he has not burned up 
the house; and the fields are in 
better condition than the day he 
came, and, incidentally, what is 
very, very important, from my 
point of view, all the time that 
Moses has been here, he has never 
given me a headache. 

I am awfully glad to see you all 
again, and it occurs to me that 
this is not the twelfth anniversary 
of the club, so much as it is the 
third meeting of ours since this 
world has been convulsed with all 
kinds of dangers, and they are 
not over yet, and it is very pos- 
sible that they may be even more 
serious at this moment than they 
were at the end of August, and 
the beginning of September, 1939. 

And yet, here we are in this 
scene that is essentially a scene 
of peace, living almost normal 
lives. A scene that I suppose could 
be duplicated—not the Home Club 
part of it, but the fact of the 
gathering, the fact of the general 
picture of the countryside—could 
probably be duplicated in 20,000 
communities in the United States. 
On a million farms, with good 
roads going past them, just like 
this somewhat over-burdened road 
out there. In other words, it is 
a natural, normal American scene 
of peace, and in a community we 
are mighty proud of, but always 
with the thought that there are 
tens of thousands of other com- 
munities, that the people living in 
them are equally proud of, where 
in any of the communities—in- 
cluding our own—if we think back 
—what?—50 years—I can do that 
—some of you can, too—we look 
back and think of the changes 
that have occurred through peace- 
ful processes in that half-century. 


Improved American 
Standard of Living. 


Think of the improvements, not 
merely the physical improvements, 
but the whole of the standard of 
life, the way it has improved in 
this past 50 years. Go back and 
think about this—right in 
town 50 years ago. 

Coming over here I saw a very 

delightful little stone gatehouse 
for the new library, with Mr. John 
McShain, who is giving it to the 
library, and we were looking at 
stone walls. And it reminded me— 
I told him of the fact—when I was 
a boy, we were able to get plenty 
of people to relay a stone wall 
for a dollar a rod. You elder peo- 
ple can remember that. And a 
man working pretty hard not 
eight hours but 10 hours a day 
could lay one rod for $1 
in one day. And I remember 
Henry Myers came down—a lot of 
you remember him—came down 
and complained to my father that 
for masons it had gotten to such 
& pass that he had to pay them 
$2 a day. 
Think of the condition of the 
roads in this county. I don’t mean 
that our efficient Superintendent 
of Highways is referred to, but I 
mean 50 years ago. Well, there 
were certain periods of the year 
when it was almost worth your 
life to go out driving behind a 
pair of horses. Think of the old 
lamps in the houses, Think of all 
of the other things which are dead 
and gone now-a-days, Compare 
the life that everybody lived 50 
years ago with what it is today. 
Well, there were a great many 
physical objects. We are’ very 
proud of them. Some of them are 
quite new. Right up here to the 
north is a new high school. We 
are all mighty proud of it. 
tle ways south a new grade school, 
and in the village another grade 
school. There are still some peo- 
ple that think that the one-room, 
one-teacher, little individual school- 
house gives the best education in 
the world. Well, it did once, when 
there wasn’t any other kind, but 
[I think all of us are happy in the 
fact that in our town today we 
have as good equipment for the 
education of our children as is 
possible to get anywhere in the 
United States.

Italian Idea ‘Nonsense.’ 

The announcement that W. 
Averill Harriman had been named 
head of the American delegation to 
the war supply conference in Mos- 
cow aroused interest of Soviet 
official circles. The press recalled 
that American and British sup- 
plies already are en route to this 
country. 

Lozovsky said the Germans no 
longer were foreseeing an early 
end of the war. Referring to Ital- 
ian press references to a 10-year 
struggle, he said: “This is non- 
sense; they (the Axis) are com- 
ing to their end much sooner than 
many expect.” 

The Germans announced yester- 
day the capture of Tallinn and 


saying the Estonian capital still 
was held by the Red army. 

Tallinn, this dispatch said, was 
then leading “an intense fighting 
life” with a people’s army~ sup- 
porting the Red army and deter- 
mined “to die rather than surren- 
der.” 


Parachutists Raid Germans. 


Red Star reported that a_ full 
battalion of parachutists took off 
from one sodden airport under 
cover of night and operated for 
18 days behind the German lines. 

Starting from prepared posi- 
tions, it said, the parachutists am- 
bushed one German tank column 
near an undesignated city and 
killed or wounded 500 Germans, 
captured 23 armored cars, six 
tanks, 34 motorcycles, 80 trucks 
and large quantities of material 
before working back to their own 
lines. 

Izvestia, the Government news- 
paper, acknowledged that the Rus- 
sians also were suffering consid- 
erable losses citing the strength, 
particularly, of the German air 
force. 

It declared, however, that the 
Nazis are showing signs of a lack 
of munitions. In some cases, it 
said, German planes are dropping 
barrels filled with stone and 
metal fragments instead of bombs. 
In one dispatch, dated Aug. 16, it 
reported that nine German planes 
had circled for 30 minutes over 
Russian positions and dropped

After dividing five of Saratoga’s 
traditional two-year-old classics, 
the Whitneys really went to town 
in today’s rich getaway feature. 
Mrs, Payne Whitney’s Devil Diver 
won ‘it, her Shut Out was second, 
her daughter’s Ampitheatre was 
third and her son’s Buster was 
fourth. 

But Walter P. Chrysler Jr.’s 
Ramillies, the well-played second 
choice, was pinched into the rail, 
bumped and almost knocked down 
by a couple of the Whitney horses 
just as he was making his move on 
the far turn, And, shortly after- 
ward, the stewards announced they 
were suspending Jockey Eddie Ar- 
caro, who had the ride on Shut 
»|Out and who just recently returned 
to action after serving a suspen- 
sion for rough riding at Empire 
City. 

Skelly on Winner. 

It was the second time this year 
that an entry has swept a stake 
race. Ben Jones, trainer for War- 
ren Wright’s Calumet Farms, did 
it in the Arlington Futurity with 
Sun Again, Some Chance and 
Wishbone. That was supposed to 
be the first time it ever happened. 

The first three Whitney horses 
to finish were coupled in the bet- 
ting and held at odds-on favorites.

Shooting hours are from sun- 
rise to sunset, with tomorrow’s 
sunrise scheduled for 5:30 a. m. and 
sunset at 6:33 p. m. 

Conservation agents and field 
biologists of the State conserva- 
tion commission without a_ single 
exception expect a bumper dove 
crop throughout the State. 

Twenty-three states closed their 
dove seasons entirely for this year 
because of the shortage of birds. 
The severe January storms which 
swept through the deep southland 
last winter took many of the doves 
for they cannot stand a touch of 
cold weather. 

Missouri is one of the states hav- 
ing the maximum shooting season 
of 42 days. Last year the maximum 
in some states was 77 days while 
the average was about 45. 

Remember, your shotgun can be 
no larger than a 12-gauge and 
must be limited to 3-shell capacity.

The Bureau of Statistics of the 
Department of Labor reports that 
since last September the index of

soared from 109.2 to 148.7; that the

modities rose from 77.1 in Septem- 
ber, 1939, to 88.8 in July, 1941; and 
that the slow-moving index for 
cost of living ascended from 98.6 
in August, 1939, to 105.2 in July of 
this year. Food prices in American 
cities have increased 13.3 per cent 
since August, 1939. With regard 
to 28 basic commodities, the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar shrank 
in 10 months from 100 to 73 cents. 
So far, this has chiefly been the 
result of price rises in wholesale 
trade. It appears certain that in 
the next tew weeks these increases 
will inevitably be passed along to 
retail business and consumers, 
since wholesalers cannot be 
pected to absorb them single hand- 
ed, and that the cost of living, un- 
less some means is found to re- 
strain it, will zoom sky high. 


If the world were ruled by econ- 
omists, the solution would be obvi- 
ous. Reduce purchasing power, or 
increase production of goods, or 
both, and the knot would be cut. 
But government is controlled by 
politicians, and such things exist 
as facts of nature. During the 
first year of emergency, the ad- 
ministration proceeded on the 
blithe assumption that the way 
out could be made painless—name- 
ly, by multiplying the manufac- 
ture of goods to a point at which 
defense and civilian demands 
would both be fully supplied, Thus 
the motor car industry was encour- 
aged to fling the throttle of pro- 
duction wide open.

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Margaret Leech, in Book of 
Month for September, Re- 
views Events of Another 
Crisis Not Unlike the One 
Now Gripping That City.

N the crimson gold Hall of Representa- 
| tives at the Capitol the rifles of New 

York’s crack Seventh Regiment were 
stacked. The Eighth Massachusetts was quar- 
tered in the rotunda. The Sixth Massachu- 
setts had the Senate chamber. They held 
mock sessions of Congress, with the men in 
the galleries shouting to the men on the 
floor. All through the Capitol in the early 
morning was the smell of baking bread from 
the big ovens in the basement. 


That happened 80 years ago in the 
midst of another crisis not unlike the one 
which now has the city in its grip. That 
earlier crisis has been described by Marga- 
ret.Leech (Mrs. Ralph Pulitzer) in ‘‘Reveille 
in Washington,” just published by Harper & 
Brothers and already finding its way to the 
best-seller lists. Miss Leech’s story of Wash- 
ington from 1860 to 1865 is the Book-of- 
the-Month choice for September, 


Began Gathering Material 
for History Five Years Ago. 


When the author first began five years 
ago to gather material for her history, she 
could not have foreseen that its publication 
would find the capital in the midst of an- 
other stormy interlude which has many 
parallels with the tide of events rolled up 
by the outbreak of civil war. Passages 
out of her vivid narrative might have been 
written about the present emergency. Once 
again the capital is overwhelmed by the 
shock of war. Once again the city is jammed 
to suffocation and torn by the winds of ru- 
mor and suspicion. President Roosevelt, 
quoting what Lincoln said in 1862 about 
the nation’s unreadiness, showed he is keen- 
ly aware of the parallel. 


Proof of the author’s skill is in the fact 
that the principal actors in that other crisis 
seem almost as real as those who crowd the 
Washington stage today. Here is Mrs. Lin- 
coln, poor half-mad Mrs. Lincoln, in deep 
mourning for Willie’s death. Here is strut- 
ting Gen. McClellan, ever jealous of his 
authority. Here is Mr. Stanton, the vin- 
dictive Secretary of War, frightened out of 
his wits over the bulletins from the first 
battle of Bull Run. Here are the grafting 
contractors, the prostitutes, the ragged he- 
roes, the patient women who came to be vol- 
unteer nurses. And here is Mr. Lincoln, 
a tall, stooped figure walking alone in the 
early dusk over to the War Department to 
learn the latest news from the front. 


Just as the nation a year ago began to 


realize the extent of its unpreparedness, so 


Washington in 1861 woke up to the fact that 
the guilitary establishment was pitifully in- 
adequate. Southerners had been in power 
for 12 years and most of the top-ranking 
officers went off to lead the rebel armies. 
Most people believed the capital would fall 
before the rebel forces anyway. Washington, 
a collection of half-finished Roman palaces 
et down in a delta of mud and malaria, 
became a deserted village. 


Nation Unprepared, Divided 

on War Issue Then as Now. 

The North was divided even as the nation 
is divided today over the issue of war or 
peace. In the capital itself secessionists 


boldly flaunted their Southern sympathies | 


long after the shooting had begun. Even 
jail failed to deter them and Mr. Lincoln's 
radical Republican critics denounced him 
for his tolerance. They whispered that 
Mrs. Lincoln herself was a secessionist, yes, 
a traitor who sent information to the enemy. 
And, another crime, she gave lavish parties, 
with a caterer brought down from New 
York, while men were fighting and dying 
to save the union. 

“Smugly aloof from the dissensions of 
Europe, the young nation scorned the large 
standing armies of the Old World,” Miss 
Leech writes of the onset of the Civil War. 
“It was wary of the political danger of a 
large military class; and, regarding high 
rank as perilous to democratic liberties, 
looked uneasily on West Point as a breed- 
ing ground for aristocrats. Save for George 
Washington, Winfield Scott alone had held 
the rank of lieutenant-general, and in his 
case Congress had conferred it only by

With some changes this might apply to 
the situation that prevailed before June of 
1940 when the debacle in Europe confronted 
Americans with a changed world.

“The War Department was incapable of 
making the living arrangements necessary 
for a large convention,” Miss Leech records, 
‘but the thousands arriving in Washington 
were soldiers, and, save for a few regiments 
who had rifles, they needed arms. The 
Northern arsenals contained a small num- 
ber of improved weapons. In the main, 
however, they were stocked with old flint- 
lock muskets of Revolutionary days, altered 
by the addition of the percussion cap and 
rifling. These rusty and clumsy guns, fre- 


quently defective, were handed out to the)

McClellan had many volunteer aids on 
his staff. One was the rich New Yorker, 
John Jacob Astor, who lived luxuriously 
with his own valet, steward and chef. An- 
other was Senator Wilson of Massachusetts, 
who, the author relates, took to his bed 
after his first gallop on horseback around 
the city’s defenses and thereupon resigned 
his position. The war was very near. “The 
sound of practice guns sent old ladies scut- 
tling from the Center Market with hait- 
filled baskets.” Production at the rumor 
factories never ceased. 


The Medical Bureau was no more pre- 
pared than any other branch of the army, 
Miss Leech writes. The tide of wounded 
flowing into Washington found only the 
meagerest arrangements for their reception. 
It remained’ for a private organization, the 
Sanitary Commission, to step into the breach 
and organize new and, for the times, modern 
hospitals.

Whetted Knives on Their Boots. 


The description of the treatment of the 
wounded is one of the most vivid and terri- 
bly real chapters in the book, told with the 
wealth of detail that Miss Leech has so 
painstakingly unearthed. Here is prim Clara 
Barton, whose volunteer nursing organiza- 
tion was the beginning of the Red Cross. 
Here is bearded Walt Whitman visiting 
from ward to ward with his sweet cheerful 
smile. Louisa May Alcott came down from 
Concord, Mass., to nurse the wounded until 
she collapsed from the strain, and her father, 
old Bronson Alcott, came to Washington to 
fetch her back home. At best, before Pas- 
teur and the discovery of germs, it was a 
grim business. 


» » » It could not have occurred to any- 
one that a generation later their fine oper- 
ating rooms would be considered abomin- 
able places.

There is no doubt that Adolf Hitler is very much 
pleased by the numerous delays in the production 
of war materials caused by strikes in the United 
States. A report of the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
shows that, in the first seven months of 1941, 
2505 strikes caused the loss of 15,750,000 man-days 
of labor. In many of these strikes, airplanes, war- 
ships and other weapons vital to the defense pro- 
gram were involved. 

Labor might profitably devote part of tomorrow's 
national holiday to ponder a situation which is be- 
coming a matter of increasing public concern. We 
do not refer to the professional labor-baiters who 
are willing to take advantage of any excuse to 
' condemn frade unionism, but to the strong feeling 
in the general population that, at a time when

An Ex-Tar on Iceland. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
a FTER reading several articles in 
4 newspapers and magazines it seems 
to me that the attitude of Icelanders 
toward soldiers and sailors has not | 
changed very much since I was in Ice- 
land for six months in 1910. 

In 1910, I served in the Danish Navy

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MAYOR BECKER’S FINE ‘STATEMENT. 

The death knell sounded yesterday for the teapot 
tempest recently raised against the St. Louis anti- 
smoke ordinance. Mayor Becker struck the decisive 
blow and presided over the obsequies. 

The Mayor, whom the agitators hoped against 
hope they might persuade to relax some of the 
provisions of the ordinance, thus preparing the way 
for its eventual repeal, flatly and decisively stood 
by his campaign pledges—and all the promises he 
has made since taking office—to enforce the ordi- 
nance to the last jot and tittle. 

In a special statement, he assured the coal dealers 
of St. Louis that they will be running no risks in 
bringing in all the low volatile fuel they can store 
against the next heating season. They are not going 
to be caught with good coal on their hands by any 
sanction, direct or indirect, for the use of filthy, 
sooty coal. 

The dealers can now go ahead and Duild up their 
stocks against any possible car shortage or any other 
threat to the city’s supply which may stem out of 
the defense emergency. The great majority, we know, 
will work with might and main to prevent the 
return of smog. 

The householders of the city, however, should re- 
member .that this is, primarily, their battle. The 
Mayor is providing splendid leadership. It is up 
to them to follow him by filling their bins at the 
very earliest opportunity. Every ton of coal bought 
now is a precious insurance policy. It is the one 
effective way of joining Judge Becker in his deter- 
mination that there shall be no smoke here next 
winter or ever again. 
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PAINLESS EXTRACTION. 

Under the new revenue bill, the citizen in the low 
or middle income groups will pay much heavier taxes 
than before. If, however, a suggestion of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee is adopted, as seems likely 
he will find it much easier to fill out his return. 

The committee has approved a simplified income 
tax form for those earning $3000 a year or less and 
drawn up graduated tables which show at a glance 
the amount of tax due on various net incomes. The 
taxpayer, under this new arrangement, also could 
go to any postoffice or other Federal office, state his 
income and learn quickly the tax he must pay. 

All the cares that formerly accompanied filling 
out a complicated return would happily be abolished. 
The victim would simply go to the tax collector's of- 
fice and come across. That should save a tidy sum 
in aspirin. 
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NO SHELTER FOR RACKETEERS. 

The Federal Circuit Court of Appeals had to fall 
back on little more than garden-variety common 
sense to uphold the convictions of John P. Nick and 
Clyde A. Weston, erstwhile dictators of the motion 
picture operators’ union, under the anti-racketeering 
statute. In doing so, the Judges handed down a 
decision of utmost importance. 

Lawyers for the two men had based hopes for a re- 
versal of their five-year prison sentences and $10,- 
000 fines on the argument that the statute was an 
unconstitutional abrogation of the right of free 
speech, They said it prevented union officers from 
making demands on employers. 

The court cut right through this attenuated logic. 
True, it is a felony for a union official to coerce 
an employer. This prohibition, however, does not 
run against claims for higher wages or other de- 
mands arising out of collective bargaining. It is 
meant to—and does—prohibit coercion by a man 
who is not acting as a bona fide labor representative, 
but only in an effort to feather his own nest. 

The members of more than one union have had the 
bitter experience of seeing their organization “taken 
over” by racketeers. Especially with the end of the 
prohibition era, trade unions appealed to these mus- 
cle-men as handy vehicles for extortion. Where these 
men were successful ‘in gaining control, the rank 
and file soon found that they had not only been made 
into an instrumentality for victimizing others, but 
also that they were themselves being victimized. 

Often this had to be endured in helpless silence. 
Complaints could be ruthlessly silenced by the new 
“leaders.” The AFL talked about union autonomy 
and washed its hands. Local authorities in many 
places seemed to have strange understandings with 
the new union regimes. 

Against all this discouragement stands the Federal 
anti-racketeering statute. It is anything but an 
anti-labor statute. In upholding it against merely 
Nick and Weston, the court tore a pair of crooks 
out from behind the shelter of the law. 
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THE GODS TAP WARNEKE. 

In yesterday’s game at Cincinnati, Lon Warneke 
pitched our Cardinals to a no-hit victory over the 
Reds. The Arkansas Hummingbird, whose pitching 
has been doubly valuable this season because of 
the many injuries crippling the team’s defense, has 
pitched several one-hit, games during his career. All 
the frustration and discouragement of those nearly- 
perfect games is now wiped out. Warneke has come 
into his own. He is one of baseball’s “immortals’— 
and the gods of the diamond could not have picked 
a better time for tapping him than in the stretch 
of the 1941 pennant race. 
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ARE MEN REALLY MICE? 

We know of Caligula, Torquemada and Ivan the 
Terrible—also of an evil host of unnamed, hairy- 
chested, black-masked medieval dungeon-keepers— 
who devoted their wits—keen wits, at that—to the 
devising of tortures for their fellow men. The recol- 
lection of their evil genius makes us shudder. 
But for downright malicious torture, we give you 
that to which the men of America stand condemned. 
We mean, of course, the cruel way in which the shirt- 
makers fill their product with pins. 

This torture is not only physical, but mental. The 
victim knows what is coming. He is given a chance 
to savé Himself. But the tailors know they can al- 
ways put one pin where it will not be found. 

And so it is. A man will break his nails getting 
one out from under the collar. He will remove five 
or six others with comparative ease. But somewhere

HE Prime Minister seized an occa- 
T sion recently to pay a tribute to the 

trade unions as one of the main 
sources of strength upon which Britain’s 
war government rests. 

The prime service in broadening and 
cementing the foundations of national 
unity requires to be distinguished from 
the direct contributions which the trade 
unions have made to the nation’s war ef- 
fort. These contributions could be set 
forth as separate items in a general cata- 
logue. If they could all be valued in terms 
of money they would add up to a very 
large total. 

In the reckoning such items as the inter- 
est-free loans from the unions to the Treas- 
ury would appear along with the sum of 
working-class savings which the unions 
have assisted to collect. Union help in 
building up the Red Cross Penny-a-Week 
fund, subscriptions to the Lord Mayor’s 
Distress Fund, and other collections for 
war relief, including those for the mainte- 
nance of refugees from ravaged countries, 
must also be counted. 

The cost of building, equipping, and keep- 
ing in repair a sizeable fleet of mobile 
canteens must be added. An estimate would 
have to be made, too, of the value to be 
placed upon the services of many full-time 
officers of trade unions who are working 
now with the. various Ministries. Perhaps 
a money value could likewise be calcu- 
lated for the increased production resulting 
from the readiness of trade unionists to 
surrender old-established customs and prac- 
tices in the workshops, from their accept- 
ance of curtailed holidays, and from the 
marked reduction in the number of work- 
ing days lost through the avoidance of 
trade disputes. But when all such evalua- 
tions were made, the true nature of the 
support given by the trade unions in the 
nation’s trials and triumphs would hardly 
begin to appear. 

* * . 

The source of these trade union sacri- 
fices was an act of public policy in which 
the Government and the trade unions con- 
curred, without pomp or ceremony, at the 
outbreak of hostilities. On Oct. 5, 1939, 
the Prime Minister (then Neville Cham- 
berlain) informed the T. U. C. Gen- 
eral Council of the Government’s desire to 
associate the trade unions directly with 
the war organization of the nation. An 
instruction to that effect was circulated to 
all the public departments. 

The unions were thereby assured of full 
consultation on all matters affecting the 
war organization of industry, the regula- 
tion of labor, the operation of the rationing 
system and the control of prices, and in 
respect of all emergency legislation involv- 
ing the interest of the working people. 
This was no idle gesture. Active co-opera- 
tion thereafter developed in a most work- 
manlike manner through a wide network 
of joint advisory councils and consultative 
committees which brought both the unions 
and the employers’ associations into im- 
mediate relations with the War Cabinet 
and the Ministries. 

It is perhaps not unnecessary to empha- 
size the fact that these relations developed 
independently of political events which 
brought representatives of the Labor party 
into the Government. Politics had very 
little to do with the decisions that led 
to the establishment of machinery which

unions to co-operate in finding a common- 
sense solution of many serious problems. 

Military events on the continent of Eu- 
rope compelled the Government to seek 
special powers for the instant mobilization 
of the country’s entire resources. Meas- 
ures of control over industry, man-power 
and productive equipment, as well as over 
property and personal service, were then 
enacted which afforded a crucial test of 
the workability of the machinery upon 
which, by a deliberate choice of methods, 
the Government had staked the existence 
of the nation. 

Nothing less than this, indeed, was in- 
volved in the Government’s declared re- 
solve to proceed rather by the method of 
voluntary co-operation than by measures 
of legal compulsion. 

* s * 

The stupendous transformation of indus- 
try to meet the insatiable demands of war, 
the vast mobilization of man-power, the 
profound changes in employer-employe re- 
lations, the abrogation of deep-rooted union 
customs and rules in the workshops, and 
modifications of the practice of collective 
bargaining by judicial processes of arbitra- 
tion—all this was accomplished as a matter 
of imperious necessity, without friction, not- 
withstanding the magnitude of the sacri- 
fices the unions were thus required to make, 

It fell to the Ministry of Labor to as- 
sume the management of most of these 
problems. It called in aid the counsel of 
the T. U. C. and the employers’ Confedera- 
tion: the Joint Consultative Committee, 
composed of seven representatives of each 
body, with the Minister of Labor as chair- 
man, has functioned for nearly a year as 
a sort of industrial cabinet. 

Without the help of the trade unions 
the complicated business of labor supply 
could not have been carried out. It was 
entrusted in all its ramifications to a 
central board, linked up with a corps of 
labor supply officers and a network of 
local labor supply committees, the back- 
bone of which were the experienced trade 
unionists who were engaged to serve. 

So with the Factory and Welfare Board 
and the Seamen’s Welfare Board, with the 


‘new departments of the Ministry which 


exercise supervision over the activities of 
welfare officers and the new system of 
industrial relations created by the entrance 
into industry of women and girls unused 
to factory employment and requiring the 
protection of rersonnel officers. No small 
number of these officers are trade unionists 
of high standing. 

The measure of the trade union contri- 
bution to the winning of the war is not, 
therefore, the extent of their sacrifices. 
The reality of the sacrifices is not denied. 
But in fact the unions have confided these 
privileges to the keeping of the state, 
and are not worrying overmuch about 
their restoration at the end of the war. 
There are guarantees of that, quite formal 
in their character; but the strongest guar- 
antee lies in the wider responsibilities which 
the trade unions have shown themselves 


capable of assuming, and in the spirit of 


their participation in the nation’s resolve 
te preserve the institutions of freedom.

Editor White Reviews a New 
Biography All About Himself 


William Allen White in the Emporia Gazette. 
“William Allen White, Man from Emporia,” by 
Everett Rich. (Farrar & Rinehart, New York.) 
IFTY-FIVE years ago or such a mat- 
ter, when I was a brand-new reporter, 
aged 18, I had a tough assignment, probe 
bly the toughest I have ever had in all these 
years. 

It was to write a review of a home tal 
ent musical show, in which my contempe 
rary best girl was one of the stars. The 
tough assignment was in El Dorado, a lt 
tle burg of 2000, and all the town was 
watching me. 

If I said it was a good show—about which 
there were two schools of thought—I knew, 
even then, I would be accused of using 
the press corruptly to promote my private 
interests. If, on the other hand, I said tt 
was a poor show, I wouldn’t have any best 
girl, And if I wrote a piece full of ifs, ands 
and buts, nevertheless and on-the-other 
hands, I would be accused of carrying water 
on both shoulders. And the town could hoot 
at me. I just crt loose and praised the 
girl and let public opinion go hang. 

Now another tough assignment— —probably 
as tough as that one 50 years ago. It is 
to review Everett Rich’s book, a biography 
of me. It is really a remarkable book. It 
reveals scholarly work, an immense amount 
of research, in which things are dug Up 
out of a misty past that I had forgotten; 
probably forgotten because I wanted to for 
get them and ought to forget them. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Rich makes a consistent 
picture of a man who has grown, I hope, 
in grace, at least in breadth of viewpoint 
in the 46 years he has lived in this town. It 
is generous, it is more than generous to mé, 
kindly, charitable—perhaps I ought to sa/ 
affectionate, and so put people on their 
guard. For I am not half so good as Mr. 
Rich would paint me. 
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But no matter what I think about the 
book, it is having the most extraordinary 
reviews from the nation’s really important 
critical writers. The New York World 
Telegram, the New York Herald Tribune, 
the Saturday Review of Literature, the 4* 
lantic Monthly, to name but a few, all = 
in the praise of the book, praise of 
Rich’s craftsmanship, of his intelligent bat 
dling of a mass of unrelated details that 
he has put into a coherent, understandable 
story. They say he has made the pictule 
of a man. 

Maybe I am not that man, but it is some 
one. Maybe the Rich hero and I are Just 
a couple of other fellows. However, Enm- 
poria will be proud of the things the critics 
are saying about this earnest, honest, pains 
taking piece of scholarship. And, of course, 
I am left with little to say except an expre 
sion of profovnd gratitude.

On the Avenue 
before the White House, hundreds 
of colored people stood waiting in 
the rain, :

FOURTH BOOK BY 
RGHARD L. STOKES 


‘Benedict Arnold,” a Play in 
Three Acts, Is Written in 
Heroic Couplets. 


From New York comes word 
that on Oct. 10 G. P. Putnam's 
Sons will bring out the fourth pub- 
lished book from the pen of Rich- 
ard L. Stokes, a member of the 
Washington Bureau of the 
Post-Dispatch. The new work is 
a play in three acts, entitled 
“Benedict Arnold.” It is written 
in heroic couplets—that is, not 
only in verse but rhymed verse. 

In a preface to his drama, 
Stokes will explain it was inspired 
by evidence recently unearthed 
that if Benedict Arnold was a 
traitor, he was also betrayed; and 


“by means of an influence to 
which many of the great of the 
earth have been susceptible—the 
lure of a beautiful woman.” The 
reference is to his second wife, 
Margaret Shippen Arnold. Her 
uncle and father, according to 
modern discoveries, were chiefs of 
the British secret service in the 
colonies. America’s first “fifth 
columnist” is represented as hav- 
ing been snared into treason by 
love and the machinations of what 
Dr. Goebbels would describe as “an 
inside job.” 


The original feature of the play 
is that the scene is not laid at 
West Point but in London, 20 years 
after the attempted betrayal of 
that stronghold. The time em- 
braces two weeks before Arnold’s 
death. Following the technique of 
|Racine and Ibsen, the playwright 
seeks to concentrate in “one in- 
candescent moment” the course of 
Arnold’s life and his struggle to 
retrieve good name and fortune. 

Choice of the heroic couplet is 
rationalized on the grounds that 
“so martial and masculine a 
rhythm suited Arnold’s character, 
and that at his death the meter of 
Dryden and Pope had not termi- 
nated its long reign over English 
prosody.”

Accompanying the book will be 
a “Preview” by Marquis W. Childs, 
also a Washington correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch and author 
of “Sweden, the Middle Way”; a 
novel, “Washington Calling”, and 
a second study of Sweden, “This 
Is Democracy.” His evaluation 
of the forthcoming volume fol- 
lows: 


“Reading ‘Benedict Arnold,’ one 
cannot but be impressed by the 
sheer virtuosity of the perform- 
ance. It is doubtful whether any 
poet in a century and a half has 
undertaken a heroic theme in hero- 
ic couplets—and, what is more, 
has managed to carry it off. 

“But admiration of technical 
skill gives way before the emo- 
tional force of the drama itself. 
In beauty and dignity of language 
the character of Arnold is re- 
vealed, almost, one is inclined to 
say, in spite of the difficult verse 
form. On more thoughtful consid- 
eration, however, it is apparent 
that the form is perfectly suited 
to the matter. The _ story of 
Arnold’s exile in London, and his 
efforts to restore his honor and 
his fortunes, is a tragic and a 
noble one. To say that the poet’s 
couplets do full justice to the 
theme 
praise. 


“In particular the speeches of 
Arnold, the fallen hero, have the 
moving overtones of glory. Here 
are fire and passion, yes, grandeur, 


rarely attempts. 
Arnold emerges in full light, a 
human, a deeply pathetic figure, 
but one touched with true great- 
ness. Reading ‘Benedict Arnold,’ 
one longs to hear these speeches 
gaid, as they should be said, on the 
stage.

“This newest work is proof, if 
proof were needed, of Mr. Stokes’ 
unusual range as a writer. His 
‘Merry Mount’ was the liberetto 
of an opera produced by the Met- 
ropolitan Opera Company. His 
lusty folk-comedy, ‘Paul Bunyan,’ 
made pioneer use of the ‘American 
language’ in sustained verse. His 
biography of Leon Blum was a 
remarkable study in contemporary 
politics, doing much to refute the 
false legends that have gathered 
about that unfortunate and much 
misunderstood man. 


“Mr. Stokes was for many years 
music and drama critic of the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, following an 
initiatory period as a_ reporter. 
Later he became music critic of 
the New York Evening World. Now 
he has undergone another transi- 
tion, and his informed articles on 
the military crisis that confronts 
the nation are the subject of wide 
comment, particularly in Washing- 
ton, where Mr. Stokes now lives, 

“Critics, both present and future, 
will, it is safe to predict, have not 
a little to say about ‘Benedict Ar- 
nold.’ Their judgment will be 
formed on an understanding of 
poetry far greater than one with 
a limited knowledge of verse forms 
would dare presume to. Let it be 
said, however, that for this reader 
the music of the language and no- 
bility of the theme have been an 
experience which, it is his wish, 
thousands of readers may share.”

Illinois Congressman Lists

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Con- 
gressman Stephen A. Day (Rep.), 
Illinois, made public today the re- 
sult of a poll he has made of 32,000 
persons listed in “Who's Who in 
America” on the question of enter-

Of those who gave a direct an- 
swer, 42.8 per cent were in favor 
of. entering the war and 57.2 per 
cent thought the United States 
should stay out. Votes for war 
were returned by 4587 and against 


war by 6145. Persons listed in 
“Who's Who” are those who have 
been recognized for achievements. 

Ballots were returned by 809 
other persons who did not give a 
direct answer. Only about one- 
third of the persons listed re 
turned the ballots. 

In a statement, Day called at- 
tention to a partial poll of the 
“Who's Who” list last July by Dr. 
George Gallup, the result of which, 
he said, was 45 per cent for war 
and 55 per cent opposed. Day as- 
serted his later poll shows a de- 
cline in war sentiment, 

“This decline in war seniiment,” 
he said, “is doubtless due to the 
involvement of the Soviet Union 
and the vote in the House of Rep- 
resentatives on the draft extension. 
The vote in the House of 203 to 202 
proved positively that the Con- 
gress would never approve a sec- 
ond A, E. F.”

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CHICAGO, Aug. 30.— 
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Closest to home for most men 
and women has been a rise in the 
cost of living. This has been mod- 
erate so far, about 5 per cent in 
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two years, though economists point 
out the rate of rise has been most 
rapid in the last three months, and 
that since wholesale prices have 
advanced more than retail prices, 
a further upping in living costs 
shortly seems a good guess. 

Clear to every merchant, and 
to many a householder who has 
more money to spend because of 
a new job, higher pay or overtime, 
is the fact that the retail stores 
are doing much more business than 
two years ago. More important 
for the future is that this has been 
a gradually accelerating trend 
which continues to speed up as 
each new monthly set of figures 
appears. 

Most dependable measure of this 
movement is the Federal Reserve 
Board index of department store 
gales at a level about 25 per cent 
above the outbreak of the war. 
For individual merchants in loca- 
tions favored by defense work the 
gain has been even wider. 

For men directing manufactur-

The membership has ex- 
panded to 500 families and $7000 
has recently been spent in modern- 
izing the store, which does a busi- 
ness of $100,000 yearly. 
From Small Beginning. 

“Throughout this area, co-op 
eratives are now establishing 
themselves on Main street,” Bowen 
explained. “From little buying 
ciubs, doling out canned. goods 
and staples from the back porch, 
spare room or basement of some 
member, they are developing into 
supermarkets.” 

The Waukegan store is small, 
compared with th Co-operative 
Trading Co., in the same subur- 
ban town. Five groceries, an au- 
tcmobile service station, a sausage 
factory, bakery and luncn counter 
operate in conju.iction with a dai- 
ry supplying milk on 13 routes. 
The germ of this was in a strike 
of housewives in a Finnish-Ameri- 
can community against the high 
cost and low quality -of milk. In 
1910 they bought two cans of 
milk direct from a farmer, and to- 
day there are 2300 famlies, part- 
ners in a business amounting to 
$800,000 a year. The dairy ,splits 
about a third of -he net savings 
with the farmers: who furnish the 
milk. The other two-thirds are dis- 
tributed to consumer members on 
a patronage refund basis. 

In Ohio and Indiana co-opera- 
tive leaders cannot understand the 
backwardness of labor support, a 
weakness that disappeared as the 
tourists penetrated Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, where in almost all 
branches the employes are union- 
ized. In a meeting hall above one 
of the two co-operative gasoline 
stations in Kenosha, Wis., the visi- 
tors were told of the outcome of 
pioneer work of a dozen factory 
workers just five years ago, Now 
including a coal yard, the busi- 
ness had total sales of $34,000 in 
the last 12 months, with net sav- 
ings of $1918 returned to 700 
members and 400 patrons. An aux- 
iliary here, as in the case of most 
of these ventures, is a credit union 
designed to promote thrift among 
members, and to enable them, by 
borrowing at a low rate of inter- 
est, to pay cash for their tires 
o other purchases. 

At nearby Racine, in addition 
to a gasoline station, the co-opera- 
tive maintains a clothing store, 
grocery, coal yard and insurance 
agency, with 1500 members and 
3000 patrons. On the directorate 
are two members of the AFL, two 
of the CIO, and two farmers, 

Homes on Co-operative Plan. 

The first of three housing co-op- 
eratives was visited in Madison. 
There, as in St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis, tax delinquent farm land 
on the edge of the city has been 
platted into homesites, with all 
utilities installed. Homes of the 
most modern construction cost 
their owners from $4500 to $5000. 
Construction is under a general 
superintendent, and a_ children’s 
playground, a site for a community 
hall, gardening space and a woods 
are owned in common. 

Also in Madison the tourists met 
Roy F. Bergengren, managing di- 
rector of the Credit Union National 
Association. This financial branch 
of the co-operative movement now 
includes 9700 local credit unions, 
with membership of 3,250,000 per- 
sons and savings of $300,000,000. 
Six years ago this central office 
founded its own Cuna Mutual In- 
surance:Co., to insure credit unions 
against the death of a borrower, 
and now it is planning a life insur- 
ance concern on a broader basis. 
According to Bergengren’s figures, 
125 new credit unions are formed 
each month. Illinois is said to have 
766 of these savings associations, 
and Missouri 435. 


The first week end of the tour 
Was spent at a co-operative vaca- 
tion camp in the north woods, near 
Brule. There is an old saying that 
when three Finns get together they 
either form a co-operative or take 
a steam bath; the tourists experi- 
enced even the latter. 


Children of Finnish descent, from 
the age of 8, are taught the princi- 
ples of co-operation. A group of 
boys and girls under 17 were tak- 
ing over the two dormitories at 
the camp just as a four weeks’ 
course for their elders up to 24 
years of age had ended. These had 
attended courses in economics, pub- 
lic speaking and parliamentary 
law, with folk dancing as part of 
their recreation, 

“They come from the homes of 
the poor, ill-fed, ill-clothed and ill- 
housed,” Chester Graham, a camp 
instructor, told the visitors. “Their 
parents have nothing much to pass 
on except their co-operative faith, 
which represents not only economic 
opportunity but a way of life and 
a social philosophy for the trying 
days ahead.” 


Central Buying Agency. 


Co-operatives in this area at the 
head of the lakes are supplied from 
Central Co-operative Wholesale at 
Superior, which was set up in 1917 
and now has 221 accounts within 
trucking distance. Of the member 
stores few bought shares outright. 
They simply began buying through 
this agency and allowed their pa- 
tronage refunds or dividends to 
accumulate. The wholesale unit's 
present share capital of $247,000 in- 


cludes only $18,000 through the. 


investment of actual cash. 

On the Iron Range of Minnesota, 
an auxiliary has been formed by 
18 scattered co-operative enter- 
prises. The auxiliary’s activities, 
which center around a cultural hall 
in the town of Virginia, represent- 


ed a business of $860,000 last year. 
Among these, a creamery made a 
net income ‘of $4201, a sausage fac- 
tory lost $1652, an automobile sales 
agency lost $169, but the garage, 
trucking and oi] departments made 
$17,000, and a mortuary, $7136. 

In, Cloquet, on their way to Min- 
neapolis, the tourists saw another 
co-operative undertaking establish- 
ment, of which about 40 exist in} 
the United States. The average 
cost of funerals through these co- 
operative associations is estimated 
at $166 by the monthly Labor Re- 
view of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor. In addition, most 
of these groups set up a free burial 
fund for needy members, to which 
the solvent members are encour. 
aged to contribute 25 cents a year. 

In Cloquet is the largest re- 
tail co-operative in the United 
States. This town, which is other- 
wise remarkable for haviag been 
rebuilt after destruction by a for- 
est fife in 1918, his a population 
of 7304, and a co-operative mem- 
bership of 3350. 


Two of the sightseers, one the 
director of a co-operative store 
i. upstate New York, and the 
other similarly interested in Penn- 
sylvania, hunted out the general 
manager of this enterprise in one 
of the two general stores under 
his direction. He was a baldish 
little man, with a rather large 
mustache, and wore a green linen 
jacket, like the clerks, with a pin 
in his buttonhole bearing the “Co- 
op” insignia. A shrewd, hard- 
working, north-of-Europe peasant 
type, he was obviously pleased that 
a group from so many § distant 
states had come to see his handi- 
work, Business last year amount- 
ed to $1,239,000, of which $78,000 
was returned in patronage divi- 
dends. In addition to five stores 
and the mortuary there are a 
filling station, garage and auto- 
mobile sales agen.; and a forest 
products business. 

On Big Scale in Twin Cities, 

A focal point for co-operation is 
the urban area of Minneapolis and 
St. Paul. So many co-operative en- 
terprises are centered there that 
the bus chartered by the Midland 
Co-operative Wholesale took an 
entire day to touch the high spots 
of 24 organizations listed. Lunch- 
eon in the immense cafeteria main- 
tained by employes of the Land 
O’ Lakes Creameries was an event 
testing the tourists’ knowledge of 
co-operative etiquette, which pre- 
scribes that all diners should re- 
turn their dishes at the end of 
the meal. 

An early stop was at the Farm- 
ers’ Union Central Exchange, 
which last year had sales through 
the West as far as Montana to- 
taling $6,236,000, and the last 
stop was at a dairy, organized by 
striking milk wagon drivers in 
1919, which last year aistributed 
products valued at $2,800,000. Un- 
der an interesting selling policy, 
this dairy delivers one quart of 
milk for 13 cents, with a charge 
of 9 cents for the second quart 
on the same delivery, and a reduc- 
tion of 4 cents if cream also is 
taken. 


On the final day of the tour, in 
the employe-owned cafeteria of the 
Consumers’ Co-operative Associa- 
tion in North Kansas City, Mo., 
the summing up was done by How- 
ard A. Cowden, under whose lead- 
ership has been built up a refinery 
and a wholesale co-operative with 
125,000 customers and $6,211,000 
business last year. The co-opera- 
tive movement began to expand, he 
said, when farm prices fell and 
prices of other products did not 
follow. Figures compiled in 1937 
for the Statistical Handbook of 
the Department of Agriculture 
show there were by that time 2601 
co-operative buying groups among 
American farmers. These had a 
business of $440,000,000. With the 
new urban development there are 
now more than 17,000 consumer 
co-operatives and 29 regional 
wholesales, and the total business 
is estimated at approximately 
$600,000,000 a year. Cowden expects 
the movement to expand even more 
rapidly in a period of rising prices. 

The last word, however, came 
from one of the most interesting 
persons on the tour, Miss Agnes 
Macphail, who besides being a di- 
rector of the Federated Farmers’ 
Co-operative of Ontario and a col- 
umnist for the Toronto Globe and 
Mail, is a former member of the 
Canadian Parliament, with 18 years 
of service: 


“It is perfectly clear that co- 
operation increases the power of 
the people to consume, and for 
that reason it will be an ever-in- 
creasing factor in business life. 

“We cannot expect political de- 
mocracy to continue indefinitely 
unless we build upon a founda- 
tion of economic democracy. If 
the people have nothing to say in 
the management of business and 
industry, that is economic au- 


| tocracy. 


“Through co-operation the people 
can own many of the instruments 
of living. The aim of the real co- 
operator becomes a new social or- 
der, to make the world a better 
place in which to live. As an in- 
dividual he does not seek to im- 
prove his position by taking ad- 
vantage of others, but instead pro- 
motes his own welfare by getting 
his neighbors to join with him, so 
that all may benefit. Such a man 
or woman is the very bulwark of 
democracy.”

Men, Must Be Well Known. 


For about six months after the 
passage of this act nothing was 
done about this. Then the Presi- 
dent nominated Nelson L. Smith, 
Charles West and Wayne Coy. 
Later when the Senate seemed re- 
luctant to confirm West and Coy 
the names of Robert Webb and 
C. E. Childe were substituted. Still 
no action, 


I happened to help prepare the 
report of the National Transpor- 
tation Committee of 1932 on the 
same, or a closely similar subject. 
It was not a statutory committee, 
but since this new and still-born 
board is only advisory that doesn’t 
make very much real difference. 
But there was a very real differ- 
ence, and it was this: that com- 
mittee was composed of ex-Presi- 
dent Calvin Coolidge, ex-presiden- 
tial candidate Alfred E. Smith, 
Clark Howell, publisher of the At- 
lanta Constitution; B. M. Baruch 
and Alexander Legge, former vice- 
chairman of the War Industries 
Board and president of the Inter- 
national Harvester Co. Its studies 
were conducted in conscientious 
and exhaustive hearings by the 
committee and in a _ searching 
economic investigation by the 
Brookings Institution. 


The gentlemen suggested by the 
President are doubtless fine, able 
Americans, but, for a national ad- 
visory board’s findings to carry 
authority and conviction, its mem- 
bers should be men of something 
approaching national stature and 
some greater distinction than local 
office-holders. 


Unplanned Action. 


Why this provision of that stat- 
ute has not been adequately car- 
ried out, I don’t pretend to know, 
or even guess, It has been sug- 
gested to me that it is because 
the President doesn’t desire any 
adverse reports just now on the 
St. Lawrence Seaway and the Flor- 
ida Canal. 


I have no means of knowing or 
I don’t even be- 
lieve that the statutory provision 
for research and planning was 
broad enough. It doesn’t include 
air and pipeline carriage. But it 
must be apparent to everybody 
that the greatest fault in our pres- 
ent war effort is headlong, un- 
planned, unexplored action. 


The results of this, as sure as 
sunrise, are shortly going to be ap- 
parent in sharp national dissatis- 
faction which is already appearing, 
not only in this particular field of 
transportation, but in many other 
places. Some of these have not 
defined themselves, but they soon 
will do so. The darkness through 
lack of fact-gathering and study 
is so deep that the extent of these 
evils can’t even be guessed. But 
it appears so great that I wouldn’t 
like to be at the receiving coop 
when these chickens come home to 
roost.

The Plymouth’s appearance of 
lowness and width is emphasized 
by heavy, broad fenders, long hori- 
zontal grille bars and massive 
bumper design. Between bumper 
and grille is a broad splash guard 
that helps keep .mud from splash- 
ing on the front of the car. Un- 


derneath the wide, heavy bumper 
is an aircraft-style air scoop for 
cooling system efficiency. 


The effect Of unusual lowness is 
achieved by lower roof lines and 
a long, 117-inch wheelbase, at the 
same time retaining normal head- 
room. The lowered center of grav- 
ity gives a more stable ride. Also 
the safety all-steel body is widened 
to enclose and conceal the running 
boards, keeping them clean and 
free from ice and snow. The low 
floor is level with the running 
boards. There is no raised sill to 
step over or to make cleaning dif- 
ficult. Seats are unusually spa- 
cious and in sedan models are ex- 
actly the same width both front 
and rear. Front seats are adjust- 
able over a five-inch range, 


Savings in fuel consumption and 
lower cost of operation are cou- 
pled with the better performance 
of a 95 horsepower engine giving 
10 per cent more power. Increased 
output of 95 horsepower is ob- 
tained at a lower engine speed— 
3400 r. p. m.—which is a consider- 
ably slower revolutions rate than 
that of many automotive engines. 
This greater horsepower at lower 
speeds permits the use of a lower 
rear axle gear ratio (3.9), which 
allows the engine to run consider- 
ably slower and make fewer revo- 
lutions per mile for increased 
economy in fuel and oil and lower 
upkeep costs.

Safeguard wheels are de- 
signed to guard against danger of 
blowouts or punctures by holding 
tires firmly in place instead of per- 
mitting them to be crushed down 
between flanges of the rim or 
thrown off the wheels. Centrifugal 
force helps keep tires from going 
completely flat, so a driver’ can 
control a car while bringing it to 
a safe*stop.

DAMON RUNYON ... STRUCK IT 
RICH ON BROADWAY.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30. 


F Damon Runyon had to write 

the story of his own life, he’d 

start it off, he said, by telling 
of a young man who left the wide 
open spaces of Colorado and went 
to New York where he panned for 
gold and found it in a narrow 
field, about six acres in area, 
known as Broadway. 

There are millions of visitors to 
that brightly liehted, glittering 
strip between Forty-second and 
Fifty-second streets, but few of 
them can call it “home” and Da- 
mon Runyon, sports writer, news- 
paper reporter and _ columnist, 
dramatist, short story writer and 
scenarist, is one of the elect. To- 
day he’s probably best known to 
the country at large as a short- 
story writer. 

If Runyon suddenly were asked 
where he lived when in New York, 
he might unthinkingly revly: “Lin- 
dy’s,” not recalling until second 
thought that he sleeps during day- 
light hours at a quite spacious and 
comfortable suite at the Parc Ven- 
dome, a hotel on the family side 
not too remote from his beloved 
Broadway, but about 20 blocks 
from Times Square—as near the 
woods as a New Yorker can get 
without being lost in the sticks. 
The nostalgia for the scenes of his 
childhood in Pueblo, Colo., fre- 
quently expressed in his writings, 
is purely fictitious and represents 


‘mo actual emotion, living or dead, 


although he does have a genuine 
feeling for the people he knew out 
there as a boy. 

To at least two generations of 
magazine readers and motion pic- 
ture fans, Runyon needs no intro- 
duction. His short stories, dealing 
with Broadway characters, have 
endeared him to literally hundreds 
of thousands, and additional thou- 
sands have met him through the 
medium of the movies based on 
such of his stories as “Lady For a 
Dav,” “Little Miss Marker,” “Lem- 
on Drop Kid,” “Straieht, Place and 
Show,” and “Tight Shoes.” Until 
now, Runyon has had nothing to 
do with the filming of his stories, 
but recently he actepted a juicv 
Hollywood contract to write and 
produce for the cameras. 

Of the 20 or so Runyon stories 
that have been brought to the 
screen, only a few have carried 
the true Runyon flavor. Studio 
executives hope that Runyon, pro- 
ducing his own stories, will be able 
to retain that flavor. The noted 
writer is not ready to tell how he 
is going about that chore; rather, 
he hopes the results will be able 
to speak for themselves. He will 
be Hollywood bound in the next 
week or s0.

in his career. He was sent to the 
Giants’ training camp, where he 
met with trepidation all the base- 
ball “experts.” He also saw for the 
first time a big league team in ac- 
tion. He decided he didn’t know 
enough about baseball to compete 
with the experts, so he selected a 
personality for a subject, and as 
luck would have it, “Bugs” Ray- 
mond, eccentric, drunken genius of 
the diamond, was in the ascend- 
ancy. Throughout the entire train- 
ing camp period Runyon’s stories 
were about Raymond. They made 
both of them famous. 

“For a while,” his editor told 
Runyon later, “we didn’t know 
whether you were crazy or funny, 
but we decided finally you were 
funny.” 


These yarns established Runyon 
with the public and with William 
Randolph Hearst, whose employ 
he has never left for more than 
30 years. To obtain the Runyon 
slant he was sent to cover the 
Madera revolution in Mexico; the 
Giants-Red Sox round-the-world 
tour; Pershing’s expedition to 
Mexico; to France in 1917 with 
the Twenty-seventh Division; to 
Iceland and Greenland to meet 
the Army’s round-the-world flyers; 
with Dempsey and Kearns to Eng- 
land; to Havana for the Johnson- 
Willard fight and to political con- 
ventions, murder trials, inaugura- 
tions and other big news events. 

Runyon’s unorthodox method of 
covering baseball, in which field 
he made himself an idol of New 
York baseball fans, is best exem- 
plified by the fact that to this day, 
he never has learned to mark a 
scorecard. . 

Obviously, it made it quite diffi- 
cult for him to write an account 
of the game, so he always picked 
“an angle” that gave some oppor- 
tunity for him to draw on his ac- 
tive imagination. 

Little wonder then, that Hearst, 
taking an _ intense interest in 
sports, suggested a top-hole man 
for football coverage, and named 
Runyon. 

“Why, Mr. Hearst,” a subordinate 


replied, “Runyon doesn’t know 
anything about football.” 

“Then he’s just the man,” Hearst 
replied. So Runyon covered foot- 
ball thenceforth for the American 
and subscribers to the syndicate. 
It was the writer’s fresh view- 
point rather than his knowledge 
of the subject that was valuable. 
T changed from sports and was 

assigned to write a daily col- 
umn, “The Brighter Side.” From 
it developed “Joe and Ethel Turp,” 
whose homely household discus- 
sions brighten readers with the 
gentle Runyon philosophy. It has 
already been the source of three 
books, widely sold in Britain and 
America, a motion picture and a 
radio program, 

A few months ago Runyon en- 
tered his fortieth year of newspa- 
per work.. Those who sent per- 
sonal, congratulations included Cor- 
dell Hull, Charles Evans Hughes, 
John J. Pershing, Mackenzie King, 
Lord Beaverbrook, Gov. Herbert 
Lehman of New York, Jesse Jones, 
dames A. Farley, Gen. Hugh A. 
Drum, Admiral Richard Byrd, J. 
Edgar Hoover, Amon Carter, Walt 
Disney, Walter Winchell, Mark 
Hellinger, Lawrence Tibbett, Irv- 
ing Berlin, Maj. Edward Bowes, 
Frank Buck and Gene Tunney. 

That’s not a fair cross section 
of Runyon’s friénds, for he also 
knows most of the types about 
whom he writes. Saint and sin- 
ner, they all like Runyon and he 
likes them, for he’s the kind that 
sees some good in everybody. It 
all gets around to the point that 
he is the most popular figure on 
Broadway, despite the fact that 
he spends the winter season away 
from there—at his Hibiscus (Fla.) 
home. There he keeps the same 
strict routine as he. does at his 
New York residence. Up with 
the crack of afternoon at 2 p. m., 
much conversation and reading 
of newspapers until midnight, and 
then to work while he’s still fresh 
—unless he can find some good 
excuse to put it off until tomorrow 
night.

If she is 
an experienced teacher she _ will 
have a contribution to make in this 
testing that will be equally as im- 
portant as the psychologist’s. The 
classroom teacher usually knows 
more about a pupil’s general intel- 
ligence than anybody else, and her 
judgment of the pupil's state of 
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mind casts light on the expert’s 
findings. 

Train the pilfering child to re- 
sponsibility through worth-while 
experiences. The only way he can 
learn about money is to use it and 
the best way for him to do that is 
under the supervision of his moth- 
er. Begin by training him to buy 
one commodity for family use, 
daily, over a period long enough 
to teach him something about what 
it costs the family to use it.

Gives Data 
On Nursing

AM in receipt of a book which 
| should be of interest to any 

young woman contemplating 
entering the profession of nursing 
—Your Career in Nursing, by Ce- 
cilia L. Schulz, R. N. (McGraw- 
Hill Book Co., publishers). 

This answers questions that 
every doctor is constantly asked, by 
candidates for the nursing profes- 
sion, It reminds us, to begin with, 
that the profession of nursing in 
America is not much more than 
50 years old: “Fifty years ago nice 
girls didn’t bread-and-butter them- 
selves.” It also emphasizes the 
fact that the work of nursing is 
not very much like the fictional or 
movie accounts of it, and warns the 
candidate it is work, and hard 
work, ) 

Chapter 3 is on nursing schools, 
of which there are 1200 in the 
United States. The course con- 
sists mostly of practical work in 
the hospital wards, beginning with 
bedside instruction. But every 
good nursing school should have 
laboratory or classroom work in 
anatomy, physiology, chemistry, 
bacteriology and nutrition and 
cookery, besides lectures on medi- 
cal, surgical, obstetrical, child and 
psychiatric nursing. 

After detailed accounts of the 
daily life of a nurse in training 
and in practice, there is a chapter 
of questions, some of which I 
quote:

“WHY DO nurses wear caps? 
“The origin of the professional 
nurse’s cap may be laid to fashion. 


Florence Nightingale, the mother 


of modern secular nursing, prob- 
ably wore a cap because no well- 
dressed English lady of the Vic- 
torian period felt properly groomed 
without an elegant head decora- 
tion, indoors or out. 

“What are the chances of em- 
ployment of the graduate nurse 
who marries and wishes to con- 
tinue her practice? 

“Airline hostesses, army and 
navy nurses must be single to qual- 
ify for their positions; some hos- 
pitals and some patients employ- 


ing resident nurses prefer to en- | 


gage unmarried women. However, 
the majority of organizations and 
individuals employing nurses do 
not discriminate against those who 
marry. 

“Does the strenuous routine in- 
volved in a nursing career limit 
the length of a nurse’s professional 
life? 

“The average professional life of 
a graduate nurse is 17.34 years,

“HOW WELL is the average 
nurse paid? 

“A survey recently made-.by the 
National Federation of Business 
and Professional Women’s Clubs 
showed that among different 
groups of members—teachers, li- 
brarians, nurses, office managers, 
secretaries and stenographers— 
nurses had the highest median sal- 
ary. Half of them earned more 
than $1640 a year. 

“Are hospital nurses, because of 
the nature of their work, more sub- 
ject to illness than women engaged 
in other fields? 

“A study made in 1937-1938 shows 
that the annual average days of 
illness among graduate staff nurses 
numbered 6.6 days. Compare these 
figures with the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co.’s report of 1935, 
which sets the annual average days 
of illness among its employes at 
5.3—and you'll see that the general 
health hazard of hospital nursing 
isn’t startling.”

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The Screen 
Skiing With Sonja 
Henie Is Exhilarating 


‘Sun Valley’ Serenade’ as Much a 
Movie Vacation as a Skating Show. 
By Colvin McPherson 


T is pretty generally known that Sonja Henie is a skater, that 
& can do everything from stand on her head to whirl like a 

drunk’s universe and not so much as bruise a knee or even sit 
down real hard on the ice. But she is not looked upon by the public 
as much of a ski champion. 

And maybe she isn’t. Maybe, if you put her through some 
of those fancy stunts on the slick slats, she'd reach terra firma so 
fast she'd jar her tonsils, the same as the rest of us. And maybe 
the magic skiing she does in “Sun Valley Serenade,” at the Ambassa- 
dor, is just movie trickery, as some of it quite plainly appears to 
be. Even at that, brother, it’s wonderful. 

Rarely can any reviewer say that a movie is actually exhilarat- 
ing, that it makes the pulse beat faster and freer, that it brings 
back an elation dissipated at drugstore counters and in hamburger 
joints. But the winter sports m “Sun Valley Serenade” do that. 
One flying trip down the mountain side with Miss Henie and John 
Payne and you'll be inquiring how to get there and how much. 

The story of “Sun Valley Serenade” is about a little refugee from 
Europe and how she gets her man, a piano player with Glenn Mil- 
ler’s band. Getting a man is the No. 1 sport of all classifications, 
indoor and outdoor, amateur and professional, major league and minor 
league, so far as the movies are concerned. And, to set all minds at 
rest, it appears at the end of “Sun Valley Serenade” that Miss Sonja 
Henie and Mr. John Payne, under the assumed names of fiction, 
will be wed. 

But that isn’t describing the picture or estimating its value as 
entertainment. “Sun Valley Serenade,” in addition to its snow spe- 
cialties, has music and dancing. Let Glenn Miller start waving his 
hands, the four saxophones and clarinet take up a melody, the records 


start rolling and the customers break into applause. Let the Nicholas |. 


Brothers, those ebony gymnasts, do their tap specialty and there is 
hand-pounding again, as if they were present, in person. 

The beamish Mr. Milton Berle, wacky Joan Davis and lovely 
Lynn Bari, with a big, ripe singing voice that may or may not be 
her own, are other entertainers. The show has been trimmed down 
to an economical length, moves fast and is never away from music 
very long at a time. “I Know Why” seems to be an especially good 
tune. 

And Miss Henie does skate, several times, doing all the flying 
tackles, ballet leaps and ground-floor spins that she has in the past. 
The finale is a big “black ice” ballet that is the usual odd combina- 
tion of outdoor scenery and indoor clothing, of ballroom music and 
wildwood exercise. Only this display doesn’t seem to make much 
difference. Success is already in the bag. Even a second feature, 
“Private Nurse,” can’t affect it.

By One Spencer Tracy 


AYBE not as much fun, but certainly as excellent a screen con- 
Meee as “Sun Valley Serenade” is “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde,” 

the offering at Loew’s. Choice is wide this week and if you don’t 
want, to ski, we can always shake up a little murder for you, as 
in this instance. 

One is not privileged to see more than three or four Jekyll-Hydes 
in his lifetime so comparison is limited but the Spencer Tracy is 
the best for this reviewer’s dimming memory. Although a good yarn, 
“Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” has never seemed to be more than an 
intentional horror film, such as “Frankenstein” or “Dracula.” That 
sort of a thing can be taken in stride by the picturegoer who has 
built up any sort of immunity. 

The Fredric March version, for example, for which an Academy 
prize was given, back in 1932, was camera hocus-pocus to the limit but 
hardly convincing. Now the combined efforts of Tracy, Director 
Victor Fleming and John Lee Mahin, the screenplay writer, make the 
situation seem real enough that it has just the glimmering of con- 
viction. While one won’t admit Dr. Jekyll’s misfortune could happen 
to anybody, he still must concede that it is a disturbing chain of 
circumstances. And will watch his mixed drinks after this. 

In making his changes from mild Dr. Jekyll to murderous Mr. 
Hyde, Tracy uses a minimum of makeup. Some, doubtless, was nec- 
essary, whether applied on the outside of the face or stuffed inside 
ft. Dr. Jekyll is no Sunday school boy, however, and it doesn’t take 
much to separate his good and evil natures or send him off on one 
of his brutal binges. Even a barmaid causes a mild effect. 

When the big change comes, Jekyll sees waterlilies, bubbles, Lana 
Turner, mud, violins, roaring lions, white horses, ocean waves, clouds 
of smoke and Ingrid Bergman. Then suddenly the air clears and 
there’s old Hyde, as mean as the devil. 

So it goes. Everybody knows this story who is old enough to 
have read “Pinocchio” and “Ferdinand the Bull.” It is this familiarity 
with the narrative that will devalue it for many persons. But there 
is something special in it this time besides a fine performance. It 
has something of the tortures of soul that all human beings have 
sensed at one time or another and which, when Robert Louis Steven- 
s0n experienced them, led him to write this tale. 

“Whistling in the Dark,” about a radio entertainer who outwits 
a band of killers, is Loew’s second picture. With Red Skelton in the 
leading role, the film is perhaps not all that it might be in the way 
of subtle comedy but no picture of the year has had a more tense 
and exciting climax. 


Who Keeps ‘Em Flying?

VIATION comes nearer and nearer to Buck Rogers, in “Dive 

Bomber,” the two-hour opus at the Fox. For the emphasis this 

time isn’t on flying itself but on the medical background of 
aviation and the great achievement is the tailoring of a pressure suit 
that makes a pilot look like a citizen of today on the way to a social 
function in the Wo1!d of Tomorrow.

Yes, this is in Tech- 
nicolor and they get a nice, chaiky blue. 

Errol Flynn and Ralph Bellamy are the doctors, Fred MacMurray 
the hero who gives his life that others may look like a toothbrush 
holder. And for romantic interest, Warner Bros. trot out a new 
discovery named Alexis Smith, who just meets the boys now and 
then. Women don’t count, as compared to “pilot fatigue.” 

The second picture is “Highway West,” in which Brenda Marshall 
doesn’t have sense enough to find out Arthur Kennedy is a bank 
robber before she marries him. 

The entertainment assembly for Labor day is completed by “The 
Reluctant Dragon” and “The Bride Wore Crutches,” new at the 
St. Louis, “Kiss the Boys Goodbye” and “Hold That Ghost,” held 
over at the Missouri.

OUACHITA RIVER 
BOAL OF 110,000 
IN WAR GAMES 


7th Corps to Try to Stem 
Advance of 5th and 6th 
Divisions in ‘Hostilities’ 
Tomorrow. 


WITH THE SECOND ARMY IN 
ARKANSAS, Aug. 30 (AP). — A 
battle for the Ouachita River south 


of Camden shaped up today as 
110,000 soldiers moved to jump- 
off points for the start of mimic 
hostilities early Monday. 


The actual situation placed the 
75,000 men of the Seventh Army 
Corps southwest of the stream to 
stem the advance of the Fifth and 
Sixth Divisions, forming a pro- 
visional corps along the northeast 
bank, 

As the blue Almat force,’ the 
Seventh, Corps was presented with 
the make-believe dilemma of try- 
ing to join the other Second Army 
troops, assumed to be massed 
south of the Red River in Louis- 
iana and at the same time halt the 
actual advance of the provisional 
corps, representing the red 
KOTMK army. 

KOTMK forces were assumed to 


Army in Arkansas and Louisiana. 
Strategic Retreat. 

Maj. Gen. Robert C. Richardson 
ordered his Seventh Corps troops 
to delay the KOTMK forces Mon- 
day at the Ouachita River and 
later to withdraw toward El Dora- 
do and into Louisiana so as_ to 
reach Alexandria about Sept. 9. 

Their exact locations kept secret, 
three divisions set up secret bi- 
vouac both north and south of 
Camden. The Twenty-seven (New 
York) Division moved first, the 
Thirty-fifth (Missouri, Kansas, Ne- 
braska) Division next and the 
Thirty-third (Illinois) Division last 
in the 40-mile shift from the Pres- 
cott area, where two weeks of field 
exercises were just completed. 

Attached to the divisions were 
the 18lst and 19lst (Tennessee) Ar- 
tillery and the 107th (Ohio) Ca- 
valry. 

Fort Wood Troops Await Help. 

On the KOTMK side, the Sixth 
Division from fort Leonard Wood, 
Mo., was encamped awaiting the 
arrival tomorrow of the Fifth Di- 
vision from Fort Custer, Mich. 
Maj. Gen. Clarence S. Ridley, as 
commander of the provisional 
corps, meanwhile mapped plans for 
striking across the Ouachita.

LONDON. 

Y own technique in reporting 
Mi: to ask the same question 

of as many different sorts of 
people as I can reach and then see 
what the sym of the answers is. 
So I have asked a question which 
is interesting either from a social, 
military, biological or psychological 
viewpoint: 

What sort of person stands up 
best in the blitz? Who runs to cov- 
er and who doesn’t? Who thinks 
first of the other fellow and who 
thinks first of himself? Who suf- 
fers a nervous collapse and who 
emerges cool and smiling? 

There is no doubt about the an- 
swer. The replies have been unani- 
mous. Persons who have shown the 
most cool-headedness, swiftness in 
action in an emergency and sheer 
courage are that long-despised 
middle class. 

The so-called “Maidenhead ref- 
ugees,” those who have gotten out 
of it all by evacuating themselves 
to pleasant places in the country 
far from military objectives and 
near good inns and golf courses, 
have been the well-to-do. 

The very poor often have gone 
to pieces, at least for the moment. 
But men and women from five- 
room flats and seven-room houses 
have been cool, nonchalant heroes.

HICH middle-class occupa- 
tions have shown the highest 
standard of behavior? 

Again the answer is unanimous 
—the free professions. Curiously, 
perhaps astonishingly, the intel- 
lectuals. Doctors, lawyers, school 
teachers, pastors, engineers, den- 
tists, journalists, writers, artists 
and actors—they are far above the 
small or large business men; they 
and skilled workers—railroad men, 
skilled mechanics, machine-tool 
makers and operators, 

Persons whom their friends al- 
ways have regarded as neurotics, 
highly-strung, nervous ladies, gen-

It is the journalist, dentist or en- 
gineer in the block who gets out 
first and stands exposed on the 
roof of a building, watching a fire, 
doses incendiary bombs or mans 
ambulances (women do the same) 
and then wisecracks through the 
horror of the blitz.

But the supers are boys and 


girls who are earning their living 
by their brains. Why? 

Well, first of all they are ac- 
customed to concentrated intellec- 
tual effort, and the emergency calls 
it forth. 

Second, they are persons accus- 
tomed to objective thinking, and 
apparently that has some effect on 
character. Their minds look out 
rather than in. 

Third, they have had an educa- 
tion that has induced certain stan- 
dards of behavior. 

Fourth, and despite a tendency 
to dyspepsia and taut nerves, they 
apparently have good health, for 
Statistics show they live long. 


Fifth, they belong to occupations 
in which the individual has to 
think for himself. 


Sixth, they have an intellectual 
curiosity which makes even the 
most terrible experience interest- 
ing. ‘hey are the only persons 
who get a sort of grim, intellectual 
or artistic pleasure out of the 
weird phenomenon.

Sunday, Aug. 24.—Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill aligns Britain beside 
the United States in any effort to 
halt Japanese aggression in the Ori- 
ent; says Japanese expansion in 
Asia menaces Singapore link with 
Australia and warns “this has got 
tostop.” Russians say. three Ger- 
man divisions were smashed in 
strong counterattacks around Go- 
mel and Odessa. Germans report 
great encirclement developing be- 
tween Gomel and Kiev. Tanks in 
heavy battle along approaches to 
Leningrad. German high command 
claims sinking of 25 ships, includ- 
ing 21 freighters in one Gibraltar- 
bound convoy; British ‘acknowl- 
edge loss of twenty-ninth subma- 
rine. British-Russian ultimatum 
to Iran feported. Automobile filled 
with Germans wrecked in defiance 
of stern German measures to halt 
sabotage and attacks on soldiers 
in occupied France. 

Monday, Aug. 25—British and 
Russians invade Iran, disclaim de- 
signs on its territory and assert 
they were forced to act because 
of Nazi intrigues; Germans say 
United States backs invasion mor- 
ally and materially. Russians ac- 
knowledge loss of Novgorod below 
Leningrad; Germans now are with- 
in 35 miles of Leningrad-Moscow 
railroad; Soviet counterattacks in 
center repulsed with heavy Russian 
losses, Germans say. British send 
more reinforcements to Singapore 
as Japanese press denounces 
Churchill’s warning against  fur- 
ther Japanese aggression and de- 
clares southward expansion will 
continue, 

Tuesday, Aug. 26—British seize 
control of Iran’s western oil res- 
ervoir and southern terminals of 
country’s only railroad and two 
major highways. Russians report- 
ed driving fast from the north on 
Tabriz, second Iranian city. Irani- 
ans declare their resistance is 
holding invaders at some points. 
Nazis claim capture of Dnieper- 
opetrovsk, last Soviet bridgehead 
on west bank of lower Dnieper in 
the Ukraine; Moscow reports de- 
struction of 101 German planes by 
Leningrad defenders, says Nazis 
are being mowed down in great 
numbers by Red machine gunners. 

Wednesday, Aug. 27—Pierre La- 
val and his Nazi collaborationist, 
Marcel Deat, are wounded by 29- 
year-old Paul Colette, De Gaullist 
posing as a volunteer in the anti- 
Bolshevist legion; two others of 
Laval’s party participating in in- 
duction of volunteers at Versailles 
are slightly wounded. Iran’s Cabi- 
net suddenly resigns as Russian- 
British invaders nearly split coun- 
try in two and seize key towns and 
transportation lines. Germans 
claim they have reached Lenin- 
grad-Moscow railroad. Russians 
report they hurled back Germans 
before city “K.” Germans say 
Twenty-second Russian army was 
annihilated in capture of Velikie 
Luki at north end of Smolensk 
salient. Russians say Germans 
lost 80,000 men killed and wound- 
ed before they were able to occupy 
Gomel on central front. Moscow 
rejects Japanese complaint against 
importation of gasoline and other 
supplies via Vliddivostok from 
United States; warn? Japan any 
interference will be deemed un- 
friendly act. Secretary of State 
Hull makes it clear United States 
stands on freedom of seas right 
to ship to Russia as Tokyo press 
reports representations have been 
made to America. 

Thursday, Aug. 28. — Russians 
blow up $110,000,000 Dniper River 
dam to keep it out of German 
hands and slow German drive in 
lower Ukraine; loss of industrial 
city of Wnieperoperovsk acknowl- 
edged by Moscow which also re- 
ports successful counterattacks on 
Central front before Moscow. Nazis 
say their columns are within 32 
miles of Leningrad. Britihs and 
Russians win peace from Iran 
after their four-day invasion; Hit- 
ler reoprted to have told Turkey 
he may require use of her Black 
Sea lanes to get at Russian Cau- 
causia. Three guillotined in Paris 
following attempted assassination 
of Laval and Deat; Laval’s assas- 
sin declares his allegiance to Free 
French movement of Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle. 

Friday, Aug. 29.—Hitler and 
Mussolini disclose they have held 
five-day conference within can- 
non sound of Eastern front; issue 
manifesto intended to counteract 
Roosevelt-Churchill eight-point dec- 
laration, they promise “destruc- 
tion of Bolshevist danger and plu- 
tecratic exploitation” and a new 
European order “which shall re- 
move as extensively as possible 
the causes which gave rise to past 
European wars.” Germans claim 
Tallinn, Estonian capital, with 22 
red transports and 10 warships 
sunk in Russian attempt to evacu- 
ate the garrison. Japanese insist 
“co-prosperity sphere” over East- 
ern Asia is price of any permanent 
Pacific peace. Laval takes turn 
for worse, reported near death, as 
Deat improves. 

Saturday, Aug. 30.—Russians say 
German advance toward Moscow 
stopped with Nazis suffering losses 
of 10,000 killed and wounded and 
many others captured. Tass dis- 
patch reports Tallinn still in Rus- 
sian hands despite German claim 
that evacuation of Estonian capital 
is another Dunkerque with up to 
100 Soviet transports and warships 
sunk, chiefly by the Luftwaffe.

IN FIRE PREVENTION 


Council Suggests Advance 
Work Preliminary to Week 
of Oct. 6-11, 


St. Louig Boy Scouts will par- 
ticipate in Fire Prevention week, 
Oct. 6 to 11. A definite program 
has not been arranged, but in the 
meantime scouts have been asked 
to check fire hazards in _ their 
homes and dispose of combustible 
materials such as paper, straw, 
shavings and old rags, particularly 
in basements, attics and _ store- 
rooms. 

Urging scouts to make their own 
fire buckets, the St. Louis Coun- 
cil suggested empty food cans, 
which often can be obtained free 
from restaurants, with handles 
made of baling wire. The buckets 
should be painted red and placed 
out of the way, yet within easy 
reach. Warning that it is impor- 
tant that every member of the 
family know the location of fire 
escapes and the nearest fire alarm 
box, the council also urged scouts 
to conduct family fire drills.

trains. Armored trains have been almost 
abandoned as a milit weapon by the 
Western Powers, but the Russians till stick 
to them. Much armored train fighting was 
done in the civil war in Russia after the 
revolution. But the confinement of such 
trains to the line of tracks, which makes 
them vulnerable to airplane bombing and 
artillery fire, has limited their usefulness, 
particularly since the tank has given armor 
to infantry. Although little nowadays 
for direct front-line assault, the railroad still 
has a tactical value. No tank has. been 
made yet to carry more than a four-inch rifle 
or a six-inch howitzer, so the eight, 10 and 
12-inch mobile guns are still moved on 
railroad trucks by all armies.

NE of the things that have kept the Cardinals knocking at the 
pennant door this year is the surgeon's knife. | 
Elbow operations rescued two of the club’s most valued 
pitchers from chronic sore arms. Howard Krist and Mort Cooper, right- 
handers, have shown new effectiveness since having bone chips removed 
from their elbows by Dr. Robert F. Hyland, Cardinals’ surgeon. 

Krist, after failing in 1937 and 1938 to show enough in short periods 
with the Cardinals to remain with the club, submitted to operation in 
March, 1939, when he was a member of the Houston club of the Texas 
League, a Cardinal farm. Several small pieces of bone that had become 
embedded in the soft tissue surrounding the joint were cut out of his 
elbow. By the season of 1940 his pitching had so improved that he won 
22 games for Houston—and another chance with the Cardinals. This 
summer he has become one of Billy Southworth’s starting pitchers. 

Cooper, who joined the Cardinals late in the 1938 season, had arm 
trouble for several years. The elbow hurt when he was pitching, and 
remained sore for days after a game; he had “limited motion” in his 
throwing arm—couldnt straighten it at the elbow—and both his fast ball 
and curve suffered, He won most of his early games this year, but as the 
season progressed the arm became more and more troublesome. X-ray 
pictures were made, showing a bony obstruction in the elbow joint. On 
June 23, Cooper had the obstruction cut out. His recovery was 
remarkably rapid. On August 3 he pitched a full game, holding 
Philadelphia to six hits and the short end of a 6-1 score. Four days later 
he beat Cincinnati, 3-2, in 11 innings, allowing only six hits, and 
demonstrating he was ready to take his regular turn at mound duty. 

The bone chip in Cooper's elbow had comie off the-olecranon process, 
a socket at the upper end of the ulna, tks larger of the two main bones of 
the forearm. It was about the size of the tip bone of the little finger and 
rather like the end of a dumbbell in shape. It is presumbed that strain on 
the pitcher's arm at the elbow, particularly the violent twisting in throwing 
curves, caused the bit of process to break away. The bone fragments in 
Krist's elbow also came from the olecranon process. A number of other 
pitchers have had the same kind of trouble and some of them; among 
them Carl Hubbell of the New York Giants, have had the bone chips cut 
out. ' 

The club surgeon made an incision about two inches long in the back 
of Cooper's arm a little above the point of the elbow. He separated a 
tendon to reach the bony outgrowth and had to cut the chip free from its 
attachment to the tendon fibers before removing it. After the operation. 
the arm was kept extended in splints for two weeks.
